The Great Communal Scheme ... 
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Still Killing Jews. - 

As will be seen from our news columns, the tragedy of Jewish 
massacre still proceeds in Eastern Europe. As though there were not 
sufficient hands already. so employed, the Atmy of General HaLier, 
which, it will be remembered, was carried through Germany into Poland 
in order to drive back the Russian invader, has joined, with a will, 
in the atrocities—despite the GENERAL'S appeals with which 
the railway stations are adorned. The Allies might have thought 
twice about sending these fresh incendiary elements into the 
country had they known how the troops would comport themselves. 
But, having, after much trouble, succeeded in securing their return to 
Poland, we sincerely hope they will realise their moral obligation to pre- 
vent so terrible an abuse of their presence. General HALLER’S men, 
however, are but one section of the massacre-mongers. The pogroms 
are widespread, and the Jewish terror correspondingly distressing. Such 
conduct, we know, cannot but revolt the Powers who have brought the 
Polish Republic into being, as it must outrage the conscience of every 
Allied citizen. They have not set up a new State so that it 
might make a caricature of their noblest professions, and reduce the 
new order of the world to a mockery. The public opinion of Great 
Britain now, as always, indignantly resents the unspeakable cruelties 
reported in message after message, and will not permit that such things 
should be—at all events in a State for which they are morally 
responsible. What it needs is clear and emphatic expression, by such 
means as tradition has consecrated; and if the protest of the British con- 
science could be heard once again in the precincts where before now it 
spoke out for justice—those of the City of London—the authorities of 
Poland and other States in which Jewish pogroms or the danger of them 
exist, would at least understand how the brutal massacres.associated with 
an evil past are regarded among enlightened men. Such a protest would 
be entirely free from politics. It would be a plea of pure humanity and 
the carrying out of an obligation of honour. This is all the more the case 
in view of the piteous state to which our brethren in Poland have been 
reduced, and which is narrated in the appeal that appears ia the fore- 
front of this issue of the JEWISH CHRONICLE. We hope that appeal will 
be answered generously, and that men and women will respond liberally 
if only in thankfulness that they are not as are these other Jews and 
Jewesses. Dr. BoGEN, than whom there is no more tcustworthy or capable 
administrator, declares the situation to be desperate, and the necessity for 
sheer elemental needs of livelihood, urgent. The responsibility of letting 
such an appeal go unheeded is, we hope, more than any will care to bear. 


Let Us Hope! 


A wessace from Berne to the Times announces that “ Rumania 
has taken a step which it is hoped will settle her Jewish question once 
for alk” Henceforth, says the message, “ Rumanian citizenship will be 
granted upon formal application; 800,000 Jews will thus receive a pwadinn 
nationality.” “The Jewish newspapers throughout Rumania,” it is 
added, “express profound gratitude at the measure.” The message,

as will be seen, is vague as well as brief, and its figure 
of 800,000 is an obvious exaggeration—perhaps a slip for 300,000. 
We can only trust that we are in the presence of areal and serious 
movement to close finally the black record of Rumania in its dealings 
with Jews. We are bound to say, however, that past experience does not 
eucourage exuberant optimism, and we should need to know a good 
deal more than the Times message says before we concluded that the 
Jewish difficulty in Rumania had been definitely settled. If the Rumanian 
authorities really mean business in the matter, it will be a relief to us, as 
well as an advantage to them. At present we can only hope for the best. 


The Great Scheme. 


A MEETING is to be held in the Central Hall, Tothill Street, West- 
minster, next Wednesday, in support of the proposed Jewish War 
Memorial. We should like to express the strong hope that it will bea 
largely attended and thoroughly representative gathering, and that it will 
give an enthusiastic send-off to the healthiest movement that has been 
launched among us for many alongday. Oovr contributor,“ Mentor” 
devotes his causerie this week to the Great Scheme, and shows how 
the proposed Memorial has its springs of inspiration in our patriotism, 
our love of Judaism, and the Jewish passion for Education. No 
more powerful combination of motives could appeal to the Jewish 
heart. But the movement should also awaken our ardour, because it will 
put fresh spiritinto the Community, provide it with anew and splendid 
goal, and offer a platform upon which all sections—some of them at the 
moment too far apart—can come together in support of a common cause. 
If it did no more, indeed, than effectually restore our threatened unity, it 
would achieve a great and beneficent purpose. But its practical utility— 
its scheme to unite, under the shadow of an English University, traditional 
Judaism with modern culture—is undoubted, vital, and beyond challenge. 
In Mr. LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD the movement has a leader who. we 
believe, is zealously devoted to the Scheme. We hope that our Com- 
munity will rally round him on Wednesday and help him to carry to 


success a project which will, we have no doubt, prove to be a profound 
blessing. 


The Anti-Alien Menace. 


We venture again to call attention to the suggested Order in Counc’ 
with regard to aliens, upon which we commented in our last issue. As 
Jews, we feel a profound, if painful, interest in proposals which are likely 
to affect very specially and intimately, because of their world position, our 
own people. But this is by no means entirely a Jewish matter, and we are 
not speaking pro domo when we emphasise the relationship of the Order 
to purely British interests. Even if we were to grant that it would 
prove a salutary thing to deal with the foreigner in the manner 
proposed, what would it profit the nation if the re-action upon its 
own liberties and the world’s future peace were evil? Surely 
it is a dangerous thing to tamper, as the Order does, with the rights 
of individuals—and aliens, of course, have very definite rights under 
the British Constitution. And it is those rights, adopted as much in 
obedience to the dictates of Humanity as self-interest, that it is now 
sought drastically to sweep away. It is surely unwise to perpetuate 
such bureaucratic irresponsibility as this Order contemplates. 
For once the principle were established and the taste for such 
things cultivated, nobody could tell when the same spirit of arbitrariness 
would be carried past the foreigner to the native-born. Habeas Corpus, 
once challenged and stripped of its sway when invoked on behalf of the 
foreigner, may be found to be weak and debilitated when summoned to 
the aid of the British-born. After all, Great Britain's empire, and the 
world’s acquiescence in it, rest not a little upon England's traditions of 
Freedom. Those who would debase those traditions cannot then be the 
real friends of this country. Nor can it fortify an Empire ruling a 
medley of alien peoples to preach the doctrine of race hatred. Above 
all, we see a threat to the world’s peace in this rampant anti- 
foreign prejudice. Wise men who long for the banishment of 
strife, and the introduction of a new era of brotherhood, cannot 
but look with grave anxiety on a crusade which keeps people at arm's 
length from people and stirs up bitterness between them. This anti- 
alien campaign is therefore utterly out of accord with the nation's 
material interests, as well as with that inherent love of justice and 
progress which made England the Protectress of the Right of Asylum. 
It is on these grounds, quite apart from our feelings as Jews, that we 
again record our strorg and earnest protest against the new Order, and 
we devoutly hope that there are Members of Parliament who are not 
only Jews enough, but Britons enough, to voice these considerations 
where they ean most effectually be heard. It may in these days require 
some eourage to doso. But cowardice has never yet profited the Jew— 
and never will’ 


The Deputies’ Elections. 


One of the most refreshing features of the news is the 
enthusiasm which in many quarters is being put into the 
elections for the Deputies of British Jews, more especially 


Inspired by the admirable 
example of the President of the Deputies (Sir STUART Samvue.), 
the congregations and other “ constituencies" are taking the organisation 
more seriously than ever before, and are doing their best to make it a real 
and living influence in our affairs. Everybody who realises the 
position in which the Community stands, and the difficulties which are 
constantly arising, must rejoice at this. The Deputies can be a 
powerful agent for good. But, ina democratic age like the present, their 
prestige must be in direct proportion to the democratic backing which 
they receive. The elections are in reality a searching test of our healthi- 
ness of sentiment, quite as much as a condition of our security. We are 
happy to think that the test is being endured with growing success, and 
that the Community will be an organisation capable of speaking with 
increasing authority in its name.

Sir,—Representations bave reached this Board that Russians who have 
served with ri.M. Forces, and are therelore eligible for special facilities for 
obtaining grants of naturalisation, are in many cases prevefiied from receiving 
certificates by reason of their inability to pass the test in reading and writing 
English, although they are abie to. speak ibe language. 

Il am idstructed to bring before you the followi.g points for consideration - 

Many of these men have served for considerab.e periods with the British 
Forces and have performed the duties impased upon them in a satisfac ory 
manner. They have apparently had a sufficieat knowledge of the languaze to 
enable them to carry through military work of a responsible nature, ahd i 1s 
therefore suggesied that in cases where the mimary discharge papers are 
satisfactory, it would be a great hardship for men possessed of every other 
qualification to be debarred from naturalisation on the sole ground that they 
are net sufficiently skiiled in reading aod writing English. Woatever their 
shortcomings in that respect, it cannot be said that this typeof person isilliteraie. 
He 1s probab'y able to read ani write in at ieast two other languages (Russian 
and Yiddisb), but he bas not had any opportunity while serving in the Army, 
Owing to the nature of bis surround ngs, acquire a facility for reading Engiish, 
the alphabet of wnich is quite different from both the Russian and the Yiddish 
alphabets. 

It 1s earnestly hoped that as these men have been eagerly antic:pating the 
chance of becoming British Citizens alter taking an honourable part in the 
Great War, they may be spared the bitter disappoiniment of being denied the 
much hoped for reward owing to the Department insisting on the language test 
in their case.

Sir,—I am directed by the Secretary of State to refer to your letter of the 
17th March, on the subject of the gualifications required from applicants for 
naturalisation, and to say that no definite titerary test of proficiency in resdirg 
and writing English bas been applied in cases of men who have served in H.M. 
Forces, and the Secretary of Siate is not aware of any case in which an otber- 
wise deserving person, who has had sufficient knowledge of the language to 
discharge his military duties satisfactorily, has been refused a certificate of 
naturalisation on the ground of insufficient ability to read and write English. 

You are, however, no doubt aware that an adequate knowledge of the 
English language is a statutory qualification for naturalisatioa with which the 
Secretary of State has no power to dispense. If any special case of hardsbip is 
brought to the notice of the Secretary of State, he will be giad to give it his 
consideration.

Jacob Kramer, 
EXHIBITION OF DRAWINGS. 

THERE has been an excellent little exhibition of drawings by Mr. Jacob 
Kramer at the Adelphi Gallery this month, By taste he is a realist, and his 
natural vigour bas produced, as might be expected, some very arresting 
pictures, But the woes of his people and their suffering has had a marked 
effect on Mr. Kramer’s art. Hence the bitter cynicism in bis picture 
“Sunday Morning.” We doubt whether his treatment of the “ very 
average English masses” in their Sunday best is freé of bias; we doubt 
whether he sees beyond the stiffness of the Sunday suit. But when we 
turn to his picture of a Rabbi it is like turning from sione to flesh. 
With infinite sympathy Mr. Kramer portrays the o'¢ Rabbi in all his inner 
grandeur and outer simplicity—the kind mouth and the patheti¢ eye, and the 
great pity for those, even his persecutors, who have not tasted the joys of his 


learning. Mr. Kramer gives us a modern form of this eternal Jewish idealism 
sohoee impressions of his sister Miriam. In both cases one feels that all the

\Ve grew into that bad and vicious way, largely as a result of the 
magnificent environment provided us in England and largely through the 
phe: omenal success of a material sort, which so many of our people here 
shared with their fellow-citizens of another faith. England rich, powerful, 
prosperous, and the Jew in England grown rich, powerful, prosperous, too 
—well, Jeshurun grew fat and kicked away much of the Judaism by 
which in the main, in reality, be bad been lifted to the pleasant plane which 
he had come to inhabit. Thus Judaism was given the go by. The rock 
of our faith was abandoned. The firm foundations upon which alone any 
Jewry can exist, were undermined by cultures strange to Judaism and 


alien to its weltanshauung, so that the structure of Anglo-Jewry had 
become nonetoo secure. An attempted repair bere, a renovation there, too 
of'en executed inbarmoniously and therefore vulgarly, may have hidden 
toe eyes of those who searched not too narrowly, the true state of affairs. 


[. the extent to which they presented a false aspect of realities, these 
patc ungs-up did more harm than good. The evil is not of yesterday; it 
is long standing: It is not merely here or there; it permeates the 
whole. It bas been growing gradually and surely and has waxed 
in intensity, as it has fed upon its own  ~progress. So 
some of us have, for some time past, come to see that nothing 
would be of much real or any permanent good, which did not envisage 
the situation as a whole and apply to it a far-reaching, and, above all, a 
Jewish remedy. 


It was for some such scheme, plan or device for which many of us 
have frequently and so urgently pleaded. We called it “communal 
reorganisation,” an omnibus term into which could be fitted many forms 
of activity and all sorts of concrete work. Perhaps the phrase had the 
weakness of its merit, and it may be that its all-embracing implications 
rendered it indeterminate and vague. But it clearly expressed discontent 
with the present state of affairs and a desire for betterment. 
“Social work,” of which af late we: have heard so much, is another 
manifestation of the same sentiment. It denominates a belief that 
the iis which modern Anglo-Jewish flesh is heir to are derived from a 
lack of ex cathedra activities which can be supplied with the energy to be 
drawn from the synagogue, but in which the synagogue as such is virtually 
to hold no part. So one might run through a whole catalogue of prescrip- 
tions for the betterment of Anglo-Jewry, for assuaging the ravages of the 
disease from which it has been and is suffering, and for rendering to it a 
tonic for overcoming its lack of communal energy and its debility. Of 
any of these efforts all of us, to be sure, would desire to speak with sym- 
pathy; although the most sympathetic must perceive that at best they are 
palliatives, perhaps no more than partial paliiatives, dealing at most with 
the surface of things. ow, however, at last—at long last—there is pre- 
sented to the Community a scheme for the Jewish upraising of the whole of 
Anglo- Jewry—for its Jewish betterment—a scheme which seeks to remedy 
the carelessness on matters Jewish, which is so distréssingafeature of the 
communal malady and is devised for the purpose of infusing through- 
out the community strength and energy and new life drawn from the 
only source which can be of any service for the purpose to a Jewish 
people—the illimitable sources of traditional Judaism. 


Mr. Robert Waley Cohen, who, with Major Sterna, is responsible for 
launching the proposal, comes of a stock favourable for such an enterprise. 
lle belongs to a family which for nearly a century and a half in many 
ramifications of near relationship has led Anglo-Jewry, and some- 
times with conspicuous success and commendable ability. Indeed, 
it would be difficult to select the names of half-a-dozen 
of those who were most prominent in good work for the Com- 
inunity during what may be regarded as_ its climacteric period, 
who did not claim relationship, in one way or another, with 
Levy Barent Cohen, who migrated to this country as_ early 
as 1778. And Major Stern comes of an equally “likely” for (if 
the expression be permitted); for his name is, and has been held 
by many who here and abroad, have done yeoman service for Jewry. 
The details of the great Scheme are in the knowledge of all readers of 
the JewisH CHRONICLE, so there is not any necessity for their 
being again set out here. I call attention to it, however, 
because mext Wednesday there is to be what it is hoped 
will prove a_ striking and impressive prelude under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, O.B.E., M.P. With 
that gentleman, the presént writer like doubtless a majority of 
Anglo-Jewry, has mot seen eye to eye on several questions, 
On them we think his attitude has been mistaken, and the 
coursé he has pursued has been inimical in the highest degree 
to Jewish interests. But as was apologetically remarked to me 
in reference to him the other day: “He is doch a Rothschild!” 
That means, I take it, that he possesses a heritage far more valuable 
than the wealth and the affluence of the great House which he represents, 


a heritage of true Jewish feeling, of real Jewish sentiment, and Jewish . 


right-heartedness, the supreme heritage of the consciousness of his dat, 
as a Rothschild to the Community to which he belongs. That 
at practically the very beginning of his communal career he stood 
at the parting of the ways, and took the wrong one when he travelled 
to the headship of the League of British Jews (the consequent crowning 
wrofig of the Morning Post letter of which he was the first signatory is 
too fresh in the memory of all to need comment here) was,in my humble 
opinion, a misfortune—a far greater misfortune, however, for him than for 
us. His attitude on Zionism, although never of the virulent and uncompro- 
mising type, was again a misfortune—more so for him than for 
the Community. But I believe that he chose, or perhaps was 
husiled down, this wrong path towards the heresy of anti-Jewish 
Nationalism and the differentiation between British born and foreiga 
born Jews in our Community, largely as a result of the psychologic 
environment created by the war. He became infected, on the one 
hand, with something of the Chauvinism bred by the War and on the 
other, his spirit was ‘somewhat curdled by the attitude towards the war of 
certain of our foreign born brethren in respect to which it is but fair to 
add many of us shared something of hisdisappointment. But if it be true 
that he is “doch a Rothschild,” then time, which happily he has on 
bis side, will show it. In any case, if that estimate be correct, we may 
be assured that no man among us could be more imbued with what 
after all is the underlying principle upon which this community will stand 
and a deviation from which will mean that this community will not stand 
—the unity and one-ness of all Jews who are living under the protection 


- and the laws of this blessed country, and their kinship as brethren to 


the Jews and all the World. This great communal scheme, let it be 
repeated, will provide Mr. de Rothschild with an excellent opportunity 
of taking the lead in smoothing many a rugged place that makes for 
disunion and of resolving personal disharmonies that have resulted from 
diverse views and activities in recent years-——of, in short, drawing the 
whole community and every section of it, as one, to mutual good work in 
mutual goodwill. 


Now, as has well been observed, the Scheme, like all things 
Jewish, runs the risk of being subjected at its initiation to “too much 
analytical comment.” We Jews have au immense capacity for thaf 
sort of thing besides possessing a proneness for confounding ques- 
tions of detail with those of principle. Such a disposition must be rigidly 
suppressed, indeed self-suppressed, if the Scheme is to be given the least 
chance of doing what it is intended to accomplish. The warning, it is 
palpable, is not unneeded. Already questions of detail are being forced 
forward even before the principle of the scheme is accepted by the 
community in the only form in which the principle of it can be acceptec 
effecitually—in interest and in capital. Let us have the Scheme—the 
details will take care of themselves. I sympathise largely with Mr. 
Zangwill in his wishing to perpetuate, the idea of Peace and not the 
memory of War. But after all, “a rose, by any other name would smell 
as sweet.”” A war ‘ Memorial,” besides, may be taken as an indication 
that we regard War as something we recognise should be dead and gone; for 


it is usually for the dead that memorials are set up. Equally beside the point | 


for the moment are other proposals of detail that have been suggested. 
1, myself, heard a long disquisition the other day upon the advantages of 
placing Jews’ College at Durham and not at Oxford or at Cambridge. 
There may possibly be just something in it; but, again I say, let us get 
the Scheme. And to get the Scheme means, first and foremost—for let 
us come down to hard tacks—the mighty task of gathering in at least a 
million sterling of money. That is a material fact and it may appear dis- 
sonant from the high ideals which permeate the Scheme thus to give to 
m ey the first place of every consideration concerning it. But upon that 
m rial fact and by no other means can the great superstructure con- 
.ciuplated be built up, a superstructure which will mean the replacement 
of ignorance of matters Jewish by knowledge of matters Jewish, a true 
appreciation of things Jewish in place of depreciation of things 
Jewish—that moral ignorance and that disposition to depreciate 
everything that is Jewish which form the tap-root of the com. 
munal illness from which Anglo-Jewry has for so long been sutlering. 
Nor must it be ignored that only if the Community became infused with 
the great ideals of the Scheme, will the sacrifice be made for its sake which 
will be imperative if the great sum needed is to be gathered in. So the 
financial aspect of the matter is by no means wholly material. Can there 
indeed be anything wholly material ancillary to a scheme which seeks tc 
create a renaissance of Jewish learning and Jewish culture which aims at 
making the coming generation British Jews and Jewesses rather than 
British Jews and Jewesses; which will set the foundations of a great 
community ian the future—a community that will serve not alone the cause 
of Judaism, but the advancement and the dignity of all that is great and 
noble in this country we so deeply love? If the great scheme succeeds, it 
will, besides, do good service not alone to all Jewries scattered throughout 
the world, or even tothat national Jewry which so many of us hope to see 
arise in our ancient land, but to the cause of Liberty and Justice, of 


Humanity and Freedom and Right throughout the world. Fortheseare bat | 


synonyms of true Judaism, and it is to advance and encourge and promote 
true Judaism that the Scheme is being launched. 


Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, in a letter which appeared in the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE last week, gave open invitation to the meeting which 
is to take place on Wednesday next.

It is a revolution against a social 
state which suffered Tsarism to exist in Russia and militarism in Prussia, and which still 
allows, alas, SO many a cryifg wronmg in countries that plume themselves on their 
freedom and boast of their liberty. 

One of His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, speaking in Parliament, 
confirms “ Menior's” diagnosis of the causes for the rise of Bolshevism. And 
yet it vas for giviag publicity to this very view that your contributor and your 
two journals were castigated by the signatories of the notorious letter to the 
Morning Post. Will they now see how ridiculous they have made themselves, 
and have the grace to apologise as publicly as they denounced? I wonder.

Jewish Ideals and Socialism. 

REV. ISIDORE HARRIS ON | 

“JEWISH CONTRIBUTIONS TO CIVILISATION.” 

AT the West London Synagogue, on Sabbath last, the Rev. Isidore Harris 
€elivered the first of a series of sermons devoted to the subject of Dr. Jacobs's 
posthumous work, “ Jewish Contributions to Civilisation.” Mr. Harris pointed 
out that the book is largely a reply to anti-Semitism, and shows that the peoples 
of the Western Hemisphere owe almost everything that they prize most highly 
That 
debt was comprised mainly in the Bible and its influence upon modern civilisa- 
tion. “It is Judaism,” said Mr. Harris, “which has taught the world that 
human affairs and human character are ruled by high principles, and 
that each individual soul is connected with the source of these 
principles—the Ruler of the universe.” That ideal, said Mr. Harris, is 
leavening the thoughts of men at this very moment and giving an impulse to 
movements which are destined ultimately to transform the face of the whole 
world and to banish therefrom the misery of strife and hatred. “The influence 
of the teaching of the Law and the Prophets has, moreover, made itself felt,” 
he continued, “in the tender consideration which the modern world is prepared 
to show for those who are most heavily weighted with the burdens of life. The 
Hebrew Prophets pleaded the cause of the poor with an earnestness which has 
icspired the philanthropic tendencies of two thousand years of history. It has 
often been said that the Hebrew Prophets were the first Socialists. And 
although the term Socialism has come in these days to bear an ominous 


significance owing to the unpractical pretensions put forward by crazy 
theorists and muddle-headed extremists, we must not blind ourselves ~ 
to the underlying g od of the Socialist creed. It is undoubtedly 
true, as Dr. Jacobs writes, that ‘if the old Hebrew code were fully carried 
out, even atthe present day, there would not be so much murmuring and 
gnashing of teeth from below. If weights and measures were always 
true, if no bribe were taken, if the poor man’s pledge were returned to bim at 
eve, if the alien or the widow or the orphan were not vexed nor afflicted, if all 
damage done were made good, if the worker's wage were never kept from him, 
and so on, the evils of a capitalistic system would be much reduced.’ ”

THE “SPECTATOR” ON THE POGROMS. 
The Spectator of Saturday last devoted an entire page to a review of Mr. 


asrael Cohen's Report on the Pogroms in Poland. After giving copious 
extracts from the report, the reviewer says : 


The Report is painful reading, not only from its revelations of the brutality to the 
unhappy Jews in Galicia, but for the disappointment it must bring to all friends of 
Poland. It may be urged that Poland's side of the question has not been sufficiently 
considered or her provocations recognised, and, again, that Mr. Cohen may not Mave 
been as dispassionate an inquirer as he represents. But the pogroms have not, so far 
as we know, been denied, only excused. Further, quite apart from Mr. Cohen's 
evidence, the Western Powers, as we have stated, felt compelled last year to tell the 
new States that “if they indulged in bloodshed at the birth of their independence they 
could not reckon upon the help of the Westecn Powers in the task of their construction.” 
Again, Mr. Cohen's Report shows that he was careful to consult Polish authorities as 
well as to go to Jewish sources for his information. Finally, as regards provocation, 
though no doubt a great many Poles have suffered at the hands of clever Jewish 
financiers, who are the great financial experts of Péland, and though again the 
presence in their midst cf a large alien population, antipathetic to their ideals, and 
suspected of pro-German tendencies, must have been in the highest degree inflaming 
to the Poles, these things do not excuse the outrages. No provocation can justify 
wholesale murder and pillage, rape and arson. It has been a tradition in this 
country to sympathise ardently with Poland during her years of agony and to long for 
herrelease. She has stood for us as the archetype of the oppressed and despoiled 
nation, and her emancipation was one of the most glorious achievements of the Great 
War, and one of our greatest rewards for the sacrifices we ourselves made in it. We 
hoped that Poland would show herself a shining exception to the unhappy rule, Hers 
was a wonderful opportunity, and it is not yet past. Her people, with their imagination, 
their brilliant gifts, their capacity for appreciation of what is noble and beautiful in 
the arts, could easily be an example of what a freed State should be, to the many 
small states now emerging into liberty and facing its perils as well as its privileges. 
Friends of Poland must earnestly hope that this time of passion, of violent revulsion 
from suppression to oppression, may quickly pass and leave her with a clearer vision, 


ia which she will realise that no State can truly endure that is not founded on justice 
and liberty. 


INTERNATIONAL LABOUR PROTEST. 
The Jewish Press Bureau in Stockholm has cabled to us :— 
In the name of the Intereational Socialist Executive Committee, M. Camille 
Huysmans, the Secretary, has appealed to the Labour Party in England and 
to the Socialist Party in France that it should use all its influence to prevent the 


systematic Polish pogroms and the outrages on Jews id other parts of Eastern 
Europe. 


The Mount Nebo Beacon (Liverpool) of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans, 
through its President, Mr. J]. Morris, has written to the Presidents of the 
principal Synagogues in that city suggesting that a conference of representatives 
of Liverpool Jewry should be held at an early date to take into consideration 
the holding of a public meeting to protest against the pogroms. 

The Poale Zion Organisation convened a Conference, to be held last night 
at the Old King's Hall, Commercial Road. The object of the Conference was 
to take immediate and energetic steps to arrange protest demonstrations and a 
day of mourning by all Jews throughout the United Kingdom. 


QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons on Thursday, Capt. Ormssy - Gore 
(C.U., Stafford) asked the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs whether he 
could give the House any official figures regarding the massacres and deporta- 
tions of Zionist and other Jews by the Polish troops who had invaded Lithuania, 
more particularly at Vilna; whether steps were being taken by the Allies to pu; 
astop to these massacres and to the circulation of anti-Semitic propaganda 
among the non-Jewish population of Lithuania and the Jewish pale of settle- 
ment of Russia now invaded by the Poles. 

Mr. Ceci. HarmMswortu, Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs (C.L., 
Luton), replied: The answer to the first part of the honourable and gallant 
member's question is in the negative. As regards the second part, His Majesty's 
representative at Warsaw has been requested to furnish a full report on the 
whole subject. 

Lord Henry CAVENDIsu-Bentinck (C.U., Nottingham) asked the 
Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs whether the Polish Government 
has appointed a Commission to inquire into the most recent anti-Jewish 
pogroms in Galicia; who are the persons constituting this Commission; and 
whether there are any Jewish members on the Commission. 

Mr. HARMSWORTH : The answer to the first and second parts of the ques- 
tion asked by the noble lord is that according to reports in the Polish Press the 
Polish Minister of War declared on May 16th, in the Diet, that a Commission of 
Inquiry composed of representatives of the War Office, Home Office, and the 
Ministry of Justice had been sent to Galicia to inquire into the alleged anti-Jewish 
pogroms. The Polish Diet also decided to send a further Commission com. 
posed of seven of its members. The answer to the last part of the question is 
that His Majesty's Government has no information on this subject. 

In the House of Commons, on Tuesday, Mr. CHARLES Epwarps (Lab., 
Bedwelty) asked the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, whether he was 
aware of the massacre of thousands of Jewish men, women, and children in 
Poland and Lithuania, perpetrated by the new Polish army and instigated by 
the government of the new Polish State; and whether be would intervene soas 
to prevent any further massacres of these people. 

Mr. Harmsworth (C.L., Luton), Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs: 
I would refer the Hon. Member to my reply of the 15th of May to the Hon. 
Member for Whitechapel, and to my reply of the 20th May to the Hon. and 
gallant Member for Newcastle-under-Lyme. A detailed report has been called 
for from His Majesty's Representative in Warsaw, but has not yet been received. 


The Alleged Attempt on M. Paderewski. 


The Paris edition of the New York Herald gives particulars of the alleged 
—_— attempt on the Polish Premier, M. Paderewski. The real facts are as 
ollows: M. Paderewski on returning to Warsaw from Paris on the llth of 
May, was greeted by the crowd at the station with the cry, “ Down with 
Paderewski.” Seeking for scapegoats, the crowd seized the Jewish tailor, Isaac 
Heublum, aged forty-two, and the father of six children, and cruelly ill-treated 
him. He was then arrested by the police. At the same time, and on the same 
grounds, another Jew, Felix Zalewski, was seized by the crowd, which attempted 
tolynch him. The incident was described by the daily paper, Przegliond 
Wieczorny, as an attempt by Jews on M. Paderewski. The paper remarks that 
as soon as the great Polish statesman set foot on Polish soil, “two crazy men, 
followers of the doctrine to hate everything that is Polish and is useful for 
Poland,” appeared, and tried to spill the blood of the best man in Poland. 


Secret anti-Semitic ts utilised these allegations to incite soldiers especial|y 
against the Jews. The result was that Jews abi the mext morning by train 
from other places were assaulted, beaten, robbed of money and other articles. 
The Jewish Press published a full and long list of Jews who had been ill-treateq 
and robbed. The fact that there was no ground for the accusation agains: 
Heublum was confirmed by his being released on the 16th of May, after he had 
been in prison five days, where he was terribly ill-treated, his hands and body 
being covered with wounds. From the prison he was conveyed to hospita! — 
Jewish Press Bureau, Stockholm. 


Economic Oppression of the Jews in Czecho Slovakia. 


Professor Engel, of Prague, has written a letter stating that a serio; 
economic boycott against the Jews in Czecho-Slovakia has been going on for 
some time. By prohibiting the import of raw materials and the expor: of 
industrial products, and by distributing to the Jews insufficient quantities o/ 
necessary articles manufactured by the State, a great number of Jews are 
exposed toruin, Jewish officials have been dismissed although endowed w :}, 
the best qualifications, and Jews are also systematically expelled from prom nen; 
business positions. The situation is even worse in Slovakia, where Jews are 
deprived of all sorts of licences and thousands of families are ruined. Ur der 
the pretext that the Jewish artisans are supplied with their proper proportions 
of raw materials, Jewish workmen are prevented from carrying out their 
trade. All Jewish merchants have kept their shops closed for a few weeks on 
account of the pogroms and are forbidden to re-open them. The damavye 
hitherto estimated amounts to some six milliard crowns (nominally abou: 
£40,000,000). Since May 3rd about eighty schools have been closed n 
Slovakia, and the Jewish teachers have been disthissed, several after thirty years 
service. The Slovakian Press publishes daily anti-Semitic articles. Thc 
re-establishment of the schools and their maintenance out of Jewish funds wow \d 
require from two to three million crowns (about £100,000). 

In order to ameliorate the Jewish situation in Czecho-Slovakia the Counc) of 
Four intends presenting to the Government of the Czecho-Slovakian Republic, (or 
its signature, a Treaty similar to that already presented to the Polish Govern) ent 
for the protection of racial and religious minorities. —Zionist Organisation 


Anti-Semitism in Algeria. 


Paris (F.0.C | 

Algeria had been. the last rampart of French anti-Semitism. [t was 
believed that anti-Semitism had for ever disappeared from this section of 
French territory in Africa, especially after the glorious part which the Alyerian 
Jews had taken in the defence of France. Definitive figures of their valorous 
deeds are not yet available, but it has already been established that twenty nine 
received the Cross of the Legion of Honour, ninety-four the Military Meal, 
more than eight hundred were mentioned in despatches and received the (roix 
de Guerre, and one thousand were killed in battle. On every possible occas on, 
the Algerian authorities, representatives of the Government, and Mayors o! the 
principal cities publicly eulogised the merits of the Jewish soldiers, aficmed 
that the sacred union between the different peoples was henceforth indis o'u')\-, 
and admitted that the Jews had deserved well of France. . 

Nevertheless, hardly had the war come to an end when the il!-fee) ng 
against the Jews was renewed. The incident which I am about.to mention is ‘he 
more surprising, as it was provoked, not by the ignorant masses, but by the 
educated section of the population, namely the students of the Universiy of 
Algiers. It appears that thirty Jewish students had asked for admission to 
membership of the Association of Students. Among them were four young men 
who had obtained commissioned rank on the battlefield. Several o:lers, 
decorated with the Croix de Guerre, had been wounded. In spite of this, the 
Association refused to grant their request. The Jewish students, who have 
made a complaint to the Governor-General, have pointed out to him tha’ the 
scandal should be the less tolerated seeing that the Association receives 
Government subventions, and holds its meetings on premises belonging to the 
State. The incident happened two months ago, but nothing has been done so 
far. The young Jews are determined that if they do not receive satisfaction, 
they will bring the matter to the notice of the Minister of Education. 

Quite a different situation prevails in Paris, where the Association of 
University Students has as its President M. Netter, son of Professor Nei'er, 
Member of the Academy of Medicine, and, as ons of its Vice-Presidents, 
another Jew, M. Dalsace. 


Reported Massacre at. Dubno. 


COPENHAGEN [F.0.C | 
According to various reports, which have reached here, the Ukrainian troops 


organised a pogrom at Dubno, during which many Jews were killed. [rom 
Polish sources it is also gathered that the massacre of Jews assumed a \°ry 
serious character, and that over seven hundred of our coreligionists lost | \«'r 


lives at Dubno, The soldiers stated that they had received permission to :!! 
Jews. 


~ Jews Attacked in a Train.

Among the savage developments of the Polish pogroms I record the |: est 
tactics of the rioters in attacking Jews who wear beards, and in teariny oF 
cutting off the beards, often together with the skin and even the flesh 0! ''¢ 
victims. In some places the Jews tie up their beards with handkerchi:!s ‘0 
prevent the roughs from attacking them. Thus, in the town of Zamostch, a!! 
the bearded Jewish inhabitants appear as though suffering from toothache A 
particularly cruel assault bas just occurred in a train going from Zamosic!: ‘0 
Lublio, where sixty Jews bad their beards cut and torn off. In many cases 2)" 
skin and bits of flesh were torn together with the hair. In some places moters 
set fire to the beards. 


At Lodz, too, the mob attacked Jews in the streets, and cut their beards. 


The Situation at Lida and Vilna.

The situation at Lida has somewhat improved, and the attitude of ('¢ 
authorities towards our brethren has become more sympathetic. Dr. Bove 
visited the town on behalf of the American Food Committee, and distribu'ed 
relief.

The well known Talmudic authority and Chief Rabbi of Bielostock, Chaim 
Napbthali Hertz Halpern, has died, 


Disturbances in Galicia. 


Zuricu [P.O.C.) 
Anti-Semitic disturbances have occurred at Jezierani (in the district of 
Borszcrzow), which is controlled by Ukraine troops. A number of Jewish 
fam \ies suffered heavily at the hands of the plunderers, but in this case, too, the 
Go. ernment instituted an inquiry and promised compensation to the sufferers. 


Shooting Mystery at Odessa.

The Jews at Odessa are trying to clear up the mystery of the shooting 
wh ch recently occurred there. On acertain day two motor cars drove up to 
the Jewish burial ground. The occupants of the cars compelled eleven Jews 
a] Jewesses to line up against a wall, and shot them al!. The dead bodies 
. re afterwards examined, and were found to include the family of M. Leifman 
11M. Shretz. So far, no trace has been found of the assassins, and the motive 
.{ the crime is still unknown. bat the incident is characteristic of the state of 
insecurity in which our Russian coreligionists live even in the large and better 
orgamsed centres, 


Anti-Jewish Agitation in Bavaria. 

Zuricu [F.O.C.]} 
An anti-Jewish movement on a considerable scale is on foot at Munich. 

Pamphlets containing all manner of accusations against Jews, not excluding 

even the blood libel, are being spread. The populace is also invited to attack 

the Jews. The Workmen's Council and the Government issued warnings 

avainst the agitation, and threatened to punish the offenders. 


Jews Excluded from Civil Service in Poland. 
COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.] 

In accordance with the decision of the Association of Post Office Employés 
n Poland, the Government has decided to exclude all Jews from that branch of 
the public service. A beginning has already been made in this direction. 
Deputy Prilatzki succeeded in obtaining a copy cf a Government order relating 
to the matter, and is bringing it to the notice of the Diet. ; 


Polish Concession to Jews. 


Zuricu [F.O.C.) 

As a result of the’efforts of the Jewish deputies, MM. Grinbaum and Hart- 
giass, the intentions of the Government to expel from Warsaw al! persons born 
outside Poland, who do not acknowledge Polish nationality, have been modified. 
People who settled in Poland before the war will be allowed to remain in 
Warsaw, 


Hungarian Jews and Sabbath Observance. 
CUPENHAGEN [F.O.C.}] 

A deputation of Hungarian Jews visited the Minister of Socialisation of the 
Bolshevik Government with the view of impressing upon bim the sanctity of 
Saturday for the Jews. The deputation demanded that Jewish workmen should 
not be forced to work on Saturday, and secondly, that Jewish provision shops 
should be allowed to close onthat day. The Minister rejected the latter demand 
on the ground that the distribution of food was now extremely difficult. With 
regard to the general question of compelling Jews to work on Saturdays, the 
Minister promised to consider the problem. It is generally expected, however, 
that a negative reply will be returned on the part of the Government. 


Russian Refugees at Constantinople. 
CONSTANTINOPLE [F.0.C.] 
A very large number of Jewish families have arrived here suddenly, having 
fled from Odessa, owing to the Bolshevik régime there. Among these refugees 
ere are the well-known philanthropists and captains of industry, MM. 
akoff, Wizotsky, Halperin, Ziotfer, and Aschkenazy, The Chief Rabbi of 
‘key and the Rev. Aaron Teitelbaum, delegate of the Joint Relief Committee 
New York, made representations to the Commanders of the Allied forces, in 
ler to. assure the welfare of these political refugees. The majority of them 
bave found an asylum on Princes’ Isle, which is quite close to Constantinople. 


A Heine Memorial in Berlin. 


A committee has been formed in Berlin with the object of erecting in that 
cii\y a worthy memorial of Heinrich Heine. 


Jews and the Asia Minor Problem. 

Smyrna [F.A.C.} 
At the moment when the Peace Conference is on the point of settling the 

future status of the Near East, it appears to me to be of interest to acquaint 

your readers with the opinions and the desiderata of Oriental Judaism on this 


question, which is of such vital importance to it. . 

The case of the divers populations who inhabit Anatolia is truly curious. 
In the first place, let me point out of what these populations are composed. if 
we take as a basis the vilayet of Aidin, with Smyrna its chief city, we find that 
the population consists of five distinct elements: Turks (Mussulmans), Greeks 
(Orthodox Christians), Jews, Armenians, and foreigners, The order in which 
! have placed these sections represents their importance from the numerical 
point of view, Now, each of these sectiens has its aspirations, its desires, its 
fears and its hopes. These various sentiments are naturally in contradiction 
and opposition, and it frequently happens that friction, not very serious it is 
true, but very significant, breaks out among the different elements. 

Without going into details concerning the Turks and Greeks, | preceed to 
deal with the Jews. Im regard to them, it must frankly be recognised that, 
despite the advances to them made by their Greek fellow-citizens, advances to 
which they respond with politeness and courtesy, but without enthusiasm, they 
would not be pleased if this region were definitely occupied by Greece. The 
reasons for this opposition are both moral and material, The moral objection 
's (hat the Jews im the East differ considerably in matters of education from their 
Greek companions. The latter too greatly vaunt their Hellenic sentiments. 
Imbued with exclusivist ideas, professing a sort of contempt and disdara for 
everything which is not Greek, they wish to dominate all the ether elements in 
the country, and to destroy in them all moral independence. The Jew, on the 
Other hand, is jealous of this ifdependence, He loves to lead his life as he 


' 


understands it, to have his opinions, his sympathies and his preferences, ta 
develop himself freely according to his aspirations and tendencies. From the 
moral point of view, we must not forget that Greeks and Jews have always 
disputed the Eastern markets, both of them being the chief commercial 
elements in the country. Under the Turkish domination, the Greek was unable 


_ to injure, to any extent, the economic development of the Jews, who made 


appreciable and rapid progress, especially since the Alliance Israé¢lite of Paris, 
through its schools, had spread education among them, They believe that, 
under Greek domination, the Greek element would be favoured and 
privileged, both by reason of natural racial sympathies, and by their 
perfect acquaintance with the language, and their numerous relations with 
the mother country. It is on this account that, while nourishing siocere 
sympathies for the Greeks, who bave often given proofs of their liberalism, the 
Jews of Smyrna would prefer either a mixed Anglo-French administration, 
under the suzerianty of Turkey, on the pattern of Egypt, or a purely Italian 
administration, as very warm sympathies draw them to Italy. 

As for the European colonies, they almost entirely share the view of the 
Jews, and perhaps also for the same reason; and, with the exception of the 
Italians, who are fairly numerous in Smyrna, and who naturally desire a union 
pure and simple with Italy, all other foreigners residing in the Orient would 
or a mixed administration, formed by the various great Powers of the 
satente. 

This, in all impartiality, is the state of mind of the various populations 
that compose the Tower of Babel—the Near East. Whatever may be the 
solu:ion arrived at by the Peace Conference, it will be difficult to satisfy 
everybody. 


Dutch Rabbis Oppose Synagogue Franchise for Women. 


The Council of the Congregation at Middelburg appears to have granted to 
women the rigbt of voting at synagogue elections and of being themselves elected. 
This step bas roused the ire of the Rev. A. Van Loen, Chief Rabbi of Zeeland, 
who has addressed a protest to the Synagogue Council, in which he declares 
that he has taken note of it with amazement as it is contrary to the spirit and 
tradition of Judaism. His view is shared by the Chief Rabbi of Rotterdam, 
where women’s synagogal rights are already in force. 


Jewish Claims at the Peace Conference, 


The “Committee of Jews in Paris, Descendants of Jews in Eastern Europe,” 
has addressed to the Peace Confererce a memorial in which various claims in 
favour of the Jews in those regions are formulated. The signatories include 
Baron Viadimir de Ginzburg, M. N. Aronson (the distinguished sculptor), and 
M. W.N. Haffkine. 


Market Days in Turkey. 


CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.] 

Under the old régime, with the object of preventing Jews {rcm competing 
with Mohammedan traders, the authorities in many towns changed the market 
day from Monday to Saturday. As the result of complaints made by the Chief 
Rabbi of Turkey, the Mimister of the Interior has decided that bengeforth 
markets shall be beld on a day of the week other than Saturday.

M. Rosenthal, legal adviser to the Rumanian Delegation at the Peace 
“Conference, has been promoted Officer of the Legion of Honour. 

The Professors of the Faculty of Medicine at the University of Paris have 
elected (by 28 votes out of 32 recorded) Dr. Léon Bernard to be Professor of 
Hygiene. Dr. Bernard, who is brother of the late Bernard Lazare, is the 
author of a number of learned works, especially on tuberculosis. 

Professor D. Josephus Jitta, of Amsterdam, was recently installed as a 
member of the Royal Academy of Sciences. The President, in welcoming him, 
referred to him as being one whose fame as an authority on International Private 
Law bad spread far and wide. 

A recent issue of the Melbourne Herald gave along account of an interest- 
ing collection of Napoleonic relics, gathered together by Mr. A. Isaacson, a 
well-known business man in that city. The collection comprises medals, books, 
pictures, busts, and miniatures of the great Emperor, and is of absorbing 
interest. They attracted much interest when publicly exhibited in Melbourne 
in aid of the appeal for the French Red Cross. Mr. Isaacson expressed his 
willingness to sell the collection for £10,000, and give the money to the Red 
Cross Fund. It is his intention to bequeath his medals to the Napoleon Museum 


STARVING EUROPEANS: 
An Appeal. 


From Miss MARION C. FOX, Hon. Secretary, Emergency Committee 
of the Religious Society of Friends (Foreign Fund). 


[To THE EpiTor.} 


Sir,—Although six months have elapsed since the signing of the Armistice, 
the Blockade is still in force as regards Germany and Hungary, and is not yet 
fully lifted from Austria, and the consequent suffering and starvation become 
daily more serious, especially in the case of the old, the invalids, and young 
children. From such an unimpeachable source as the “ White Paper,” published 
in April, 1919, and containing the “reports by British Officers on economic con- 
ditions prevailing in Germany,” we learn the following facts, which aré 
abundantly confirmed from other quarters -— 

Germany is really and truly in a desperate state as regatds food. The poor are 
suffering horribly. . P. 86. 

Until a short time ago, the milk for Hamburg amounted to about a quarter af the 
peace-time supply; even the demands of pregnant mothers, infants, growing children, 
and the seriously iil, cannot be satisfied by this amount. In the months to come, we 
shall have to reckon with a still greater shortage of milk. . . . Meat, eggs, rice, 
groats can only be granted in exceptional cases. P., 48. 

At Frankfurt-on-Oder, the children born alive in 1918 were 698, as against 1,603 
in 1914, and of these, 19 per cent. died soon after birth. P. 93. 

In Berlin, women in childbirth are dying on a terrible scale. The number of 
children now alive is less by over 2,500,000 than what it should have been, according 
to the natural pre-war increase. P. 62. 

We consider the needs of mothers, children and invalids to be real and pressing. 
We suggest that food for their exclusive use should be sent as soon as possible. P. 46, 

The Swedish Red Cross Delegates to Germany report :— 

During the revolution days, nothing at all could be got for the babies in some 
places, except hot water, and many died, but this was nothing unusual in Berlin. The 
children were underfed, tecble, and ricketty, everywhere; often children four or five 
years old were unable to walk. . . . Tuberculosis has increased by sixty per cent, 

Conditions in Austria and Hungary are even more distressing. The 
hospitals of Budapest and Vienna are in a desperate state, owing to the lack of 
every necessary remedy, medical furniture, bedding, linen, and heating. Dr. 
Sillig, of the Swiss Red Cross, reports that in the lying-in hospitals in 
Budapest the mothers are without bed-covering of any sort, and the new-born 
babies are wrapped in dirty rags or in paper. In oneofficial Hospital in Vienna, 
Lieut.-Col. Frey saw the body of a child of ten years which weighed 17 !bs.— 
and such are frequent. 


Early in the year, the Society of Friends, acting through its Emergency 
Committee for the assistance of Germans, Austrians, and Hungarians in distress 
in this country, obtained a permit from the Supreme Council! of Supply and 
Relief in Paris, to send, as a free gift, preserved milk and other necessaries to 
babies and nursing mothers in Germany, Austria, and Hungary. Such gifts 
for free distribution in lying-in hospitals and welfare institutions, have already 
been sent to Vienna, to the “ occupied ” districts of Germany, and to Berlin, 
where the British Military Representative is the approved consignee. He has 
invited the co-operation of Dr. Elizabeth Rotten, whose work for prisoners of 
war at Ruhleben is well-known. We believe that the effect of these gifts as a 
sign of goodwill and reconciliation is out of all proportion to their value. They 
can, of course, only touch the fringe of such overwhelming need. A leading 
— official, who was recently in Germany, gave it as his considered opinion 

t 


What Germany needs more than any other country is to realise. that somebody 
does care about her, for her morale is gone. 

We hope, with many others, that the blockade will shortly be raised, but 
this will only gradually and partially relieve the distress of the poorer women 
and children; and, meanwhile, we would earnestly appeal to our fellow country- 
men to give practical expression to the sympathy they feel with the oufferings of 
these mothers of starving babies. 

The Friends War Victims Relief Committee, which was also appointed by 
the Society of Friends early in the war, and has since been engaged in bring-

THE POGROMS. 


JEWS AND THE PEACE TREATIES, 

A MEETING of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held oo 
Sunday at the Great Western Hotel. Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, President, 
was in the Chair. 

The PRESIDENT stated that the Executive Committee had elected mr 
Joseph Prag as their Chairman, in succession to the late Mr. Benjamin Kisch. 
They all felt that they could not have made a better choice, and he thought the 


Council would congratulate them on the selection of Mr. Prag, who took a great 


interest in the work, to which he gave a great amount of time. His assumption 
of the office would be fraught with much value to the Executive Committee an 
the Council, (Cheers.) 

Mr. Pra, in acknowledging the President's compliments, said he wou!) 
do his utmost to extend the power and influence of the Association. 

Mr. Robert Waley Cohen, M.A., Capt. E. Royalton Kisch, M.C., and Major 
F.C. Stern, M.C., O.B.E., were elected additional members of the Counc. 

THE POGROMS. 

The PRESIDENT stated that in reference to the horrible and detestable o.,.. 
breaks against the Jews in Poland and by the Poles, the Joint Foreign Cor. 
mittee had taken all possible steps they could to put a stop to these outrages. 
anfortunately with very little success. Steps were being taken to convene a 
public protest meeting, and one could only hope that it would be of advantave 
to the poor people on whose behalf it was to be held. 

Sir Purtiep MAGNUS asked whether the méeting would be held in the 
Mansion House. 7 

The PRESIDENT said that steps had been taken in that direction. He had 
reason to know that Mr. Lioyd George, M. Ciémenceau, and President Wilson 
viewed these outrages with deep concern, and, so far as their power went, they 
hat done all they could to protest and remonstrate with the Polish authorities 
One knew, however, thatin the East of Europe governments were ina very 
shaky condition. Passions were excited and the wildest excesses were being 
committed. One must not put it to any want of goodwill on the part of the 
highest authorities in England, America, and France that there had been a con- 
tinuance of these outrages. A meeting had been called by the Chief Rabbi, and 
that meeting passed a resolution that the Joimt Committee should be invited in 
conjunction with those who attended to hold a public meeting of protest, and 
when this came before the Joint Committee they felt it was the best thing to do 
Arrangements were in progress, and a sub-committee had been appointed to 
carry them out. The meeting would be held very quickly. 

THE PEACE TREATIES. 

The PRESIDENT went on to refer to the steps that bad been taker io 
safeguard the rights of Jews in the treaties which dealt with new territories in 
Eastern Europe. He said that in this they had been very successful, though 
they must not shout till they were out of the wood. The treaties were not yet 


finally passed. They bad been submitted to the countries concerned. If they 
were signed in the form in which they were drafted they woud secure (or 
minorities, and especially for the Jews, all, or almost all, that they required 
He earnestly hoped that would prove to be the case. He wished at once to

suggestion that had been put forward that the Jews should have their own elec- 
ioral curt and argaments were brought forward why this was thought desirable. 
They took the line that on the whole that was not a desirable thing to press. 
There was practically no chance of these national rights in this extremer form 
ever being granted by the Poles or the Powers, and therefore it was thought 
to be (ar better that they should concentrate on what they might get than ask 
for what would not be granted, Some of the Jewish Nationalists realised that 
themselves. They hoped to get a very valuable clause in the treaties—the 
right of appeal to the League of Nations. If the treaties were evaded and the 
right, of minorities were not respected, if the Jews were interfered with in their 
antoromy on religious or educational matters, there would be appeal to the 
League Of Nations. Thére was one other matier of great importance, 
aod that was the question of Sunday Trading. They still had good 
hope that the right of Sunday Trading might be sectired for the 
Jews, all the more as up till mow the Sunday rest in the old 
English sense of the word had been unknown in Poland, and a 
goo! deal of general Sunday trading still went on. This question was 
enormously important to the Jews. In conclusion, he thought the Association 
might feel satishied with the work of the Joint Committee and especially with 
that of its Secretary. Everything possible had been done for the sake of the 
rights of the Jews in the new countries and there was good reason to Rope that 
these treaties would contain what would be a charter of liberty for Jews. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr H.S. O. HENRIQUES said that he thought the treaties would satisfy all 
leg t:mate Jewish interests. But it was one thing to have provisions on paper 
it was another to see that they were carried out. The right of appeal to the 
League of Nations was very valuable in this respect. 

Mr. J. Prac, J.P., said that they laid great stress on the question of Sunday 
traling as its prohibition might easily be employed as an instrument in the 
economic boycott of the Jews. 

Vr. E. N. ADLER said he could not share the optimism of the President. 
He did not attach mach importance to the right of appeal to the League of 
Nitons, It would be impossible for poor oppressed Jews to employ this 
process Of redress. Thé electoral rights which had been abandoned were 
important, seeing that the Jews formed 15 per cent. of the population, and 
there was no system of proportional representation.

They should ask the 
vers to refuse independence to Poland so long as these outrages continued.

The Great Communal Scheme: 
Some Propcsals, 


“CLERICUS JUDAICUS.” 
[To THe Epiror.] 

Si1r,—As the meeting for the promotion of the Peace Memorial Scheme for 
the strengthening of British Judaism and of the Anglo-Jewish Clergy takes place 
next Wednesday, perhaps a summary sketch of a few of the immediate results 
any such scheme should produce will be welcomed by your readers :— 

1. A central fund for the endowment or augmentation of ministers’ 
salaries. A minimum of £300 to be established in every congregation uncer the 

is of the Chief Rabbinate. The ministers to be responsible to the Central 
Executive, to be composed of the Chief Rabbi, District Rabbis, and the Execu- 
tve of the United Synagogue. No minister to remain under the unfettered and 
capricious control of provincial congregations. 

2.. Jews’ College to be rebuilt and re-established at Oxford or Cambridge. 
The qualifications for entrance should be adequate secular knowledge, excel- 
ence of character and strength of personality, rather than an undigested 
knowledge of the Tractates of Berochoth and Baba Kama, 

3. Inthe new Jews’ College adequate provision should be made: 

(a) For the training of preachers. (At present the Christian churches 
form the only decent school for the technique of homiletics.) 

(b) For the training of teachers. (Students should be at liberty to 
omit this course.) 

(c) For the prosecution of studies in classics or philosophy, or 
economics or history, on the part of those studen{s who desire to fulfil 
Major Stern's wise ideal of an acquaintance “ with the science and philosopby 
of the world,” 

The whole training to last six years for the undergraduate, and four years 
for the graduate. Graduation, if possible, to be in the Humanities rather than 
in Semities ; but every attention paid to Hebrew, Rabbinic, and cognate learning. 

4. While I have no desire to be snobbish or to suggest the formation of a 
h erarchy, I venture to state that the authorities should first of all try to attrac; 
the sons of ministers to the new Jews’ College. The son of a minister is likely 
to possess more real refinement of character and innate culture than any whom 
the desire for social status may impel to enter Jews’ College. In other words, 
the new Jews’ College should henceforth make the Public Schools and 
Universities its recruiting depdis! 

5. Let Mr. Waley Cohen, Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, and Lord Swaythling 
persuade some of the younger members of their own families to enter the new 
Jews’ College, and I guarantee the success of the scheme.

RIDICULOUS ALLEGATION. | 

In the House of Commons on Thursday, Major SiR KeITH FRASER 
(C.U,, Harborough), asked the Chief Secretary for Ireland whether there wasa 
considerable number of aliens in Ireland, men who were apparently Polish Jews 
(who spoke Yiddish), who visited the houses of the poorer classes in many parts

Mr. Hucu Barrie replied, that there was a considerable number of 
Jews (who spoke Yiddish) in Ireland who traded as pedlars throughout the 
Country, The police had no knowledge, hitherto, of the spread of hostile 
Propaganda by these persons and has no reason to suppose that propaganda 
work was going on, Enquiries, however, were being made,

A TRIBUTE. 

In writing of Myra Kisch I write of a friend of many years standing. 
In speaking of her beantiful nature, I speak for all who knew her, however 
slightly, for many an acquaintance, after being introduced to her for the first 
time, has spoken to me of her with whole-hearted admiration. Her “abiding 
sweetness and unselfishness ” was the phrase used by a friend in connection wit) 
her, and, indeed, these are the first words that comé into one’s mind when her 
name is mentioned. The word “abiding” is expressive. Her unselfishness 
was constant, for,in spite of the devotion bestowed on home, husband and 
children, she always found time for sympathy with her friefids, This un- 
selfishness was all the more remarkable, because she did not hold that life 
should be complete self-sacrifice. She did not want to efface herself: she had 
a strong desire for self-expression, and a belief that such a desire was 
legitimate ; yet her love of others was stronger than her own inclinations, and 
her self-expression, as she once confessed to me, was achieved through 
people. She was exceptionally broad-minded, for while she had a clear per- 
ception of right and wrong, and a full grasp of moral problems, she was always 
eager to hear a new point of view, though, as a rule, her sound judgment 
remained unchanged. She was generous-minded to a degree in her estimate of 
people, for here, too, she saw deeply; but her fine spirit preferred to 
dwell on the nobler elements in human nature. She had great joy in 
music and in books, and had a peculiar gift in pointing out the 
merits and defects in any work, but I do not think that any one writer governed 
her life. Her idealism came entirely from within, She had an unbounded 
love of fun and jollity, relishing an amusing anecdote or joke. Sporis 
were her delight, and this joie de vivre was perhaps one of her greatest asseis 
at the Beatrice Club, in which she used to help, a-few years ago, by takirg 
classes in literature, and conducting social. evenings and rambles. Her high 
ideals and sweet outspokenness, the charm of which never could offend, 
gave her a sirong influence over the girls, in many of whom she used 
to take an individual interest and invite to her house. The day before 
she died, she asked the Hon, Secretary whether she would like her to 
resume the regular weekly class in which she had always taken such an 
interest, but which latterly, owing to home ties, she had been unable to do. 
The death of Myra Kisch will leave a gap that never can be filled. I knew her 
first as Myra Adier. In 1911 she married the playmate of her childhood, with 
whom she spent her adult years in intellectual comradeship. This union was 
soon followed by the unbroken happiness of wifehood and motherhood, but she 
always showed us that her love for husbano and children cid not exclude outside 
friendships. Everyone was made welcome in the beautiful family circle, and 
many of us will recall among their happiest moments the sight of seeing her 
with her little girl and her twin-baby boys. Mourn her we must, but the memory 
of her “abiding sweetness,” as a friend wrote to me, “like a perfume doth, 
remain.”—From Miss G. M, SAUNDERS.

- “Jinny the Carrier.” 


MR. ZANGWILL’'S NEW NOVEL, 


Tose who are learned in the science of mind tell us that every object is in 

reality maoy objects, because the personal factor in the case of every observer 
is different. We can never approach the task of viewing things without our 
own individual bias. A _ stretch of land 
appeals to the eye of the sportsman as a 
potential racecourse, or cricket pitch, or 
lawn-tennis ground. To the military mind 
the same patch of soil conjures up visions 
of a desirable site for an aerodrome or a 
parade field. The speciuative builder is 
arrested by the situation, and longs to erect 
on the same spot a set of commodious flats. 
Thus, from different angles of vision,we are 
variously unable completely to emancipate 
ourselves from our predispositions, or pre- 
judices or pre-judgments. 

“Tinny the Carrier,” by Israel Zangwill 
(Heinemann), is a great triumph in the art of 
mental detachment. In space the author 
takes us to the county of Essex, and in time 
he sets us down in the early Victorian era, 
the age of the Great Exhibition, “when the 
lion and the lamb lay down together in 
Hyde Park in a crystal cage.” He paints a 
picture with the consummate skill of the 
inspired artist, but the effect produced is 
that of a true photograph, naught con-

cealing and all revealing. The land and the people are reflected with an amazing , 


fidelity to detail. Mr. Zangwill's vignettes of Essex landscape, character, and 
dialect have a consistent unity and harmony, but “ Jinny the Carrier” herself 
is the dominant figure, the attractive young maiden who mothers the leading 
characters in the village and on the countryside. Jinny lingers in the memory 
as a wonderful creation of the novelist, because through his pen she worthily 
emerges as the eponymous heroine of this delightful romance, which begins, 
“ Once upon a time,” and ends, “They lived happy ever after.” 

_ This is Mr. Zangwiill's first novel during the present century, and many a 
reader will be grateful for the opportunity thus provided of turning aside from 
the anguish of the past five years, going backwards and revelling in a period 
and breathing in an atmosphere where there was no phonograph or cinema, no 
motor or aeroplane, no haste or rush, when it was possible to enjoy a moonlight 
night without anxious forebodings of impending raids, when man went forth to 
his work in the morning and laboured until evening in quietude and content. 
“‘Jinny the Carrier” creates a welcome sense of space and time and 
leisure and peace and beauty, with a fund of rustic wit and a wealth of 
homely virtue. “Even the slowness and minuteness of my method—imposed 
as it is by the attempt to seize the essence of Essex—are immeasurable velocity 
and breadth compared with the scale of reality” (page 7). The novel produces 
a feeling of placidity without insipidity, and strongly appeals to that child-like 
but not childish element in human nature, which perennially asserts itself in the 
healthy of mind and heart, even unto old age, when the shadows finally fall. 
By his expert use of the literary camera, Mr. Zangwill gives us natural pictares 
of the foaming sea, the triumphant plains, the shimmering lakes, the exultin 
trees, the singing streams, the boggy marshes, the glittering glades, the cobbled 
roads, the thatched roofs, the humble homesteads and the carrier's horn. 
Essex folk are fitly interwoven with Essex county. All the characters in this 
fascinating story belong to their environment in the same way as their back- 
ground is the appropriate theatre of their hopes and joys and sorrows and trials 
and loves. Bundock the postman, Caleb and Martha Fiyat,; Daniel Quarles, 
Miss Gentry, Elijah Skindle, Will, and Jinny herself are all featured with 
such perfect fineness that they stand clearly before us as though endowed 
with movement and speech and emotion. We feel towards them a sense of 
personal relationship, and seem to share with them the intimacy of a congenial 
and valoed friendship. 

Mr. Zangwill take his art seriously and views life with a humane humour, 
and in “ Jinny the Carrier” he frequently betrays his old keen and conscious 
delight in the making ofa neat epigram, a striking phrase, or a bon mot.

RELIGION FOR THE RICH, 
“Honour the Lord with thy wealth.”—Proverbds iii., 9. 


Life 
is so full of sorrow, so much that breaks the heart and bends the will of men 
and women, so much that causes the eyes to stream with tears and the back to 
bend under the burden, that there is need of religion as a soothing mother who 
brings her comforts in the bour of our frequent need. Theman who is weighed 
down by the burden of his toils, and has nothing to look forward toin the future, 
wants comfort. Religion, it is said, is made for such ashe, The patient lying 
on a bed of suffering—and it comes to all of us sooner or later—needs 
religion, with its comforts and consolations. Consider all life's failures, no 
matter from what standpoint we may view failure, think of the maimed, the 
unbappy, those whose ventures have turned to dust in their bands, and we 
shall be inclined to agree with the popular idea that the victims of social con. 
ditions need consolation and that religion offers the consolation. And many 
of us are of opinion that religion's function is solely consolatory. There are 
many who, in the day of joy and victory, boastfully ask, “ Who is the Lord 
that I should hearken to His voice?” Yet should these very people be 
afflicted, they who had no time for God, suddenly find it; and they who had no 
piace for religion in their lives become conscious of religion's demand and he'). 
The world bas become so accustomed to looking upon religion as a source of 
consolation in the hour of tria] that it forgets frequently that religion was like. 
wise to be a source of inspiration in the hour of success.  Keligion is intended 
for the rich as well as the poor. Nay, the purpose of religion is even higher, 
wider and more general. It aims to reveal to man the consciousness of the 
fact that he is a child of God. Religion is the attempt on the part of the 
individual to realise in his own life the divinity which is within each man, to 
make manifest the spirit of God within him, for it is this spirit whiclt differen- 
tiates man from the beast, And this appliesto all men. Hence reli

but for the rich too. When we mike this assertion, we are taking the word 
“rich” in its most general sense to include those who are healthy and stron¢. 
those who are learned and clever, as well as those who are possessed of abun 

ance of means; those who have, as against those who have not; the strong 
as opposed to the weak, those who may not need so much the. comforts 
and consolations of religion, yet who do need religion nevertheless. And 
when we make this assertion we are not forgetting that there are many excelicn: 
rich people ia this world, Jadaism—as opposed to some other forms of religion — 
recognises the good that may be accomplished by wealih, and even encoura,yes 
men to work for it and amassit; but they are not to heap it so high that it w)!! 
shut out heaven from their view. Judaism says: “ Work for wealth, and honour 
the Lord with thy wealth.” Judaism teaches that religion is intended for the 
rich as well as the poor. Therich man is surrounded by perils and temptations 
of which a poor man has no conception, for all power is a source of danger just 
as it may be a source of great utility. Electricity isa useful servant, bu! : :s 
also a very dangerous one; the ship which travels in the air may bring unio d 
benefits to mankind, but it may cause untold disaster; tne locomotive whic) 
draws a train, useful invention as it is, may killand maim. And soit is wit) 
wealth. Where great wealth abounds and men can exert the power which 
comes from much money, that power may be abused unless it is safeguarded 
by religion. Therefore if religion is forthe poor a source of comfort and con 

solation, for the rich it is a source of protection and strength that may ena! © 
them to resist in the hours of danger. The victims of life's ravages and 
disappointments need religion ; but the victors, whatofthem?  Whien the wa''. 
of a reservoir are weak, life is apt to be biotted out; but when the wa!!s are 
strong, the same reservoir may be a source of blessing to the members of the com 

munity. When arich man is inspired by the spirit of religion, when ins ead 
of merely looking to religion as a comforter he looks to it as af adviser, then he 
may be strong and powerful. When it is otherwise, the temptations by which he 's 
beset may cause him to become a moral wreck. Wealth may come and clos- 
the avenues of his heart and shut out the light from his mind. He may grow 
self-satished, and say in the language of Scripture, “ my hand, my power, my 
ability got me this wealth.” To gaze upon a physical sucide is a sad 
and. depressing sight.. But for every physical suicide there are inoumera)'e 
moral wrecks whose unfortunate condition is in consequence of their weal'). 
Great wealth is likely to bring with it a certain numbness of moral power, “ 
senseless deadening of spiritual force. One sees the numbing, deadening eff cis \» 
the attitude which so many rich people—must we say the majority of people wo

sweet singing of Orpheus; and the story may siggest the thought that those 
who are most likely to be seduced from duty by the power of wealth need to be 
shielded from temptation by the services of religion. . Therefore religion exerc's° > 
at Teast two functions—consolation for the failures of life and a demand for justice 
and equity at the hands of life's successes. In our varied experiences w¢ 
should turn to religion, so as to obtain the benefit of both these functions.

ELECTION OF HON, OFFICERS. 


THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE ACT. 


A MEETING of the Council of the United Synagogue was held yesterday 
week at Jews’ College. Mr. Lionet pe Rotuscuitp, O.B.E,, M.P., the 
President, was in the chair. 

The PRESIDENT said that at that the first meeting of the new Council it 
was his pleasure and duty to welcome the representatives, and to express the 
hope that they would get through a great deal of business in the coming year 
in the usual amicable spirit which particularly distinguished the conduct of the 
affairs of the United Synagogue. 

The PRESIDENT moved a vote of condolence with Mr. W. T. Leviansky, 
Hon. Solicitor, on the death of his wife, and extended the congratulations of 
the Council to Mr. S. H. Emanuel, one of the Treasurers, on being made a 

» King's Counsel, 

The PRESIDENT drew attention to the meeting which he had convened for 
June 11th, at the Central Hall, Westminster, for the purpose of considering 
proposals for a Jewish War Memorial. He expressed the hope that it would 
be attended by all the members of the Council. (Cheefs.) -~ 


Mr. ALBERT M. WOOLF proposed the re-election of Mr. de Rothschild as 
President of the United Synagogue. He said that he would be a tower of 
strength to the Institution. 

Mr. R. WALEY COHEN seconded the motion. 

Mr. J]. M. LIssack, in supporting the motion, said that Mr. de Rothschild 
would be honouring the whole Community by accepting re-election. 

The motion was carried by acclamation. 

Mr. pE ROTHSCHILD said that it was not a question of his honouring them 
bat of their honouring him by asking him to take that high office. He would 
much appreciate their support this year because of the movement which had 
been initiated. If they were going to maintain the standard of religious educa- 
tion in this country, to benefit the synagogue and the ministry, they must make 
a determined effort to secure the success of this movement, for which they 
would require the help of the whole Community. The scheme proposed 
by Mr. Waley Cohen and Major Stern was a bold one—it had perhaps the 
boldness of youth—and it would be necessary to raise a vast sum. for this 
every support would be required. 


The other Hon. Officers were re-elected, with the addition of Mr. Joseph 
Prag as one of the Treasurers of the Burial Society. A ballot was taken for 
various committees and representatives on other institations, 


A NEW OFFICER. 


Mr. Ropert WaLey Conen, on bebalf of the Executive Committee, 
moved a resolution authorising the appointment of a Deputy Secretary. He 
said that every member of the Council was aware that Mr. Ornstien's bealth had 
broken down for the time being, and that was due to a great extent to the 
growth of the work of the United Synagogue and his endeavour to cope with 
it. That was a situation which they would not wish to see perpetuated, and 
the Executive Committee had arrived at the conclusion that they should 
appoint a Deputy Secretary who could associate himself with the office of 
Secretary and render so much assistance as to take off the shoulders of the 
Secretary a great deal of the work he now had to perform. The Executive 
Committee recommended that the yacancy should be advertised at qa salary of 
from 4400 to £500 a year and that the appointment should be made by a Com- 
mittee to consist of the Hon. Officers and two members of the Council. 

The motion was carried unanimously, and Messrs. Frank I. Lyons and 
Gustave Tuck were appointed to act with the Hon. Officers. 

It was resolved to send a message of sympathy and good wishes to Mr. 
Ornstein. 

Mr. A, L. Lazarus was electé@ a life member of the Council. 

A new bye law was adopted enjoining that the resignation of any member 
of a constituent synagogue should be tendered in writing. 

The engagement of Mn I. L. Defries, Beadle of the Great Synagogue, was 
extended for one year, the age limit having been passed. 

The appointment of the Minister, Reader and other officials of the New 
Synagogue was confirmed for life. 


BUILDING DIFFICULTIES. 


Major Is1porRE. SALMON, L.C.C., brought up a report of the Building 
Committee, which dealt with the need of repairs at a number of synagogues 
and the lack of funds at the disposal of the Committee to carry out the work 
owing to the great increase in the cost of labour and material. He said that it 
would be necessafy to revise the financial arrangements affecting the Building 
Committee if the synagogues were to be maintained in a proper manner. The 
Committee intended for the moment to give preference to external repairs and 
leave the decorative work to a more propitious moment. He pointed out, in 
reply to criticisms which had been made from time to time, that the building of 
new synagogues came from quite different funds than those of the maintenance 
of existing buildings. 

Mr. L. COHEN said it would seem that the present 5 per cent. tax for build- 
ing purposes was inadequate. 

Mr. S. H. EMANUEL, K.C., said that the Building Committee could not 
make bricks without straw, and it would be necessary later to submit proposals 
for placing the necessary resources at the disposal of the Committee. 

Mr. G, A; COHEN complained that the Great Synagogue was in a thoroughly 
dirty state, and he urged that the matter should receive immediate attention.

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE ACT. 


Mr. M, Duparc moved the following resolution :— 

That a Special Committee be ointed to examine the Act constituting the United 

Synagogue with a view to such alterations being made therein as may be deemed 
desirable, and to réport thereon to the Council. 
He said that it would probably be a matter of surprise to new members of the 
Council if he stated that a resolution identical in terms with the one now 
on the paper had been moved by him and curried by the Council as long 
ago as March, 1902. A Committers had then been appointed; it had 
examined the Act and agreed that certain alterations were necessary 
and there the matter had ended. For some mysterious reason that he 
had never been able to divine the Committee had not been permitted to 
report to the Counci). If alterations had been desirable seventeen years 
ago, now that the jubilee of the United Synagogue was fast approaching, 
it was doubly desirable that the Act should be overhauled. One of the clauses 
of the Act, the repeal of which was necessaty, was that which laid it down that 
the ritual to be employed should be that of the Polish and German Jews. That 
ritua!, since the establishment of the United Synagogue, had been tampered 
with so often that the authors of it would hardly recognise their offspring to-cay. 
But if he wanted that clause eliminated, it was not because he wished to affect 
orthodox observance. The time might not bs far distant when the United 
Synagogue might desire to extend its boundaries and admit other synagoyal! 
Organisations that also were orthodox, bat did not follow the Polish and Ger- 
man ritual. The time might come when their Sephardi brethren might wish to 
come within the fold of the United Synagogue. Under the present Act of Parlia- 
ment this wasimpossible. In support of his point hecalled attention to the fact that 
a Sephardi Synagogue was comprised within the Consistoire of Paris. It retained 
its own ritual but its Rabbi was appointed by the Consistoire, and the present 
Occupant was not even a Sephardi. They should open their door as wide 
as possible so that they could be one united Community. (Hear, hear.) 
During the last few years constituent synagogues had sent up resolutions ask nv 
that the franchise should be given to lady members, which was onéof the 
things recommended by the original Committee long before militant suffragism 
was heard of, or the parliamentary vote had been given to women. 
This was absolutely necessary now that Parliament had admitted 
women to the franchise and women were eligible for election § to 
the House of Commons. Moreover, the representative body of Anglo- 
Jewry, the Deputies of British Jews, had revised its constitution with a view 
to giving the vote to ladies, and had rendered them eligible for membershp. 
There was another change which should be considered. A great deal of 
expenditure was incurred by having annual elections for local Boards, whereas 
the elections for the Council were biennial. Experience had shown that very 
little change took place at these intermediate elections, but it was impossib'e to 
abolish them under the present Act. Yet another point was this: A great deal 
of hardship was caused by the disfranchisement for a whole vear of seatho'ders 
transferring their member:hip from one synagogue to another. Then there 
was the question of scheduled prices, which was not clearly set out in the Act. 
He believed he had sufficiently indicated certain points in the Act which 
warranted alteration, and he thought tbese changes would be to the advantage 
of the United Synagogue asa whole: (Cheers.) 

Dr. ISRAEL FELDMAN, in seconding the resolution, said that an additiona! 
advantage which might be achieved by a revision of.the Act was to secure 
closer co-operation between the United Synagogue and the provinces. 

Mr. RosperT WALEY Cowen said that they had all listened to the two 
speeches on the'resolution with a great deal of interest. He did not think any 
member of the Council would claim that the Act as they had it to-day 
was absolutely perfect, and everyowe had ideas as to amendments 
that might usefully be made. But he asked the Council to post- 
pone the consideration of this question. The Hon. Officers and staff 
were overwhelmed with work, and they could not embark on a far-reaching 
enquiry which was involved in the consideration of this very intricate question. 
In 1902 the attempt of their predecessors had been abortive, and largely because 


they had embarked lightly upon the enquiry. All the Hon. Officers thought 
that the Act was capable of amendment, and should be studied with a view 
toamendment. But when that work was underiaken it should be at a time 


when it could be carried through successfully. Apart from other considera- 
tions their Secretary was away, and the Deputy Secretary was not yet appointed. 
This matter could not be undertaken without a vast amount of work, and that 
was at the present timé impossible. 

Mr. DeLissa F.R.I.B.A., said that atime when a great scheme 
of communal reconstruction was before them was peculiarly appropriate for 
undertaking this enquiry, which had very great bearing on the larger scheme. 

Mr.- M. G. LIVERMAN expressed disappointment at the remarks of Mr. 
Cohen, and he urged that the matter should not be postponed. 

Mr. C. M. SHaw said that he was in agreement with the resolution, but he 
thought the Hon. Officers should be considered in the matter. 

The PRESIDENT moved an amendment that the Hon. Officers should bring 
up a scheme in twelve months. 


Mr. J. M. Lissack seconded the amendment, which, after further discussion, 
was carried by 48 for, to 22 against. 


Western Synagogue Annual Meeting.

Sir,—The report of the annual meeting of this Synagogue in your last 
issue, furnished to you by a correspondent is, I regret to say, inaccurate in many 
details. The statement that “elections for honorary officers and Board of 
Deputies took place, these purporting to be on the nomination of the Board of 
Management, a meeting of which, curiously enough, had not taken place,” is 
entirely incorrect. In accordance with the custom that has obtained in our 
Synagogue for many years past,the Board of Management meeting took place 
on Sunday, the 25th May, prior to the General Meeting.

In Cairo, which has recently been added to my area, the Jewish Soldiers’ Ciub is 
ao institution, my gratefulness for which knows no bounds. This club owes its 
existence to the generosity of a Special Committee, of which Mr. Salvatore Cicurel is 
the President. The place is not large but the service it is doing is really great, judging 
by the fact that at any hour of the day or evening there are “some” soldiers there 
either reading, discussing one or other Jewish subject, or playing a harmless game, 
cosily whiling away a few leisure hours io a Jewish atmosphere. The Secretary, Mr. 
Goldstein, deserves special mention for carrying out his duties as such in so able and 
devoted a manner.

The Judeans, 

The name of the Judeans has now been officially bestowed on the Jewish 
Regiment, together with a badge which is not the Magen David, but a seven- 
branched Menorah in white meta! with the word Kadimah in Hebrew. Colonel 
F. D. Samuel, D.S.O., who commanded the 39th, has now returned to England 
and has been demobilised. 

The depot at Plymouth is about to be moved to Hougslow. Drafts are 
still being sent out, but men under the age of twenty have been proved unsuit- 
able for the East, and these, it is understood, are to b> sent to the Army of 
Occupation on the Rhine, where they will be kept as a separate unit, so that 
they may have Kosher cooking arrangements. 

The Judeans are eligible to take part in the march of the London troops 
through London on July 5th, and although this is Saturday it is hoped that 
there will be a good muster. Col. Samuel has placed this matter in the hands 
of Lieut. Wolfensohn, who has returned home, and those desirous of taking 
part in the march should communicate with the hon. secretary of the Regi- 
mental Committee, Mr. M. J. Landa, 63, Amburst Park, London, N. 16. 


Lieut. V. Jabotinsky has made the following statement respecting the 
Judeans now stationed in Palestine :— 

“ The Jewish Legions are a part of the British Army, and will stay in 
Palestine if Britain will maintain an army*in that country. At any rate, until 
the Peace Conference has determined the international status of Palestine it is 
impossible to commit oneself as to the future of our Legions. Of course, we all 
hope that our country will come under the trusteeship of England: then we 
shali have herea still greater Jewish Legion with its own name (the Jewish 
Legion is now a part of the Egyptian Expeditionary Forces), insignia, and 
language. 

“ Every Jewish volunteer must realise that the Jewish Legion in Palestine 
has at the present moment even a more important mission than it had before. 
For their own sake and for the sake of our ideal, these men ought to stay in the 
army until the general demobilisation. The Government is in full agreement 
with this attitude, so far as we know. Wh&at is more urgentin this transition 
period is: Good military behaviour, exemplary discipline, boundless patience, 
and ideal tact.” 

The Zionist Commission is making an inquiry with a view to ascertaining 
the number of Judeans who desire tg settle in Palestine and the nature of their 
qualifications. It is stated thata knowledge of Hebrew wil! be requisite for 
most of the positions which the Commission may have to fill.

WEST LONDON AND LIBERAL SYNAGOGUES’ SCHEME. 


A MEETING of members of the West London Synagogue of British Jews 
and of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue was held on Sunday afternoon at Berkeley 
Street in support of Capt. Basil Henriques’ scheme for a Jewish Settlement in 
St. George’s-in-the-East. Mr. H. S. Q. HENRIQUES was in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, after welcoming the representatives of the Hill Street 
Congregation, said that in this movement there was no intention of competing 
with the orthodox synagogues, and he hoped no one would go away with the idea 
that there was any intention of converting anybody who was an orthodox Jew. 
The religious services, which would form a feature-of the proposed Settlement, 
would be for people who at present attended no place of worship. They 
thought that Judaism could be brought home to them ina way that would 
appeal to them. He expressed the hope that every assistance would be given 
to Capt. Henriques in the shape of personal service and money. 

Capt. HENRIQUES said that the scheme had met with the widest possible 
approval and no criticism. The important feature of the Settlement was that 
it took the parish as the unit and concentrated on the parish. This method 
was only new from a Jewish point of view. With the exception of the work 
of the Rev. J. F. Stern in Stepaey, this system had not been adopted by the 
Community in its East End work. There were ssveral clubs in the East End 
but they had no connection with the synagogues. There were several! 
wandering ministers who bad no connection with the clubs, and several socia! 
workers who had no connection with the ministers. The result had been 
neglect-and chaos. He outlined in detail the economic, educational, and 
religious problems which the Settlement proposed to tackle. He complained of 
ecclesiastical silence in regard to the religious conditions in the East End. 
Honourable exceptions were to be found in Mr. Stern and Rabbi Jung, who 
were striving with sound commonsense to achieve a great work. One of the 
great problems they had to face was the estrangement of parents and children 
due to differences of language and upbringing. This led to a disastrous lack 
of parental control. The Setthment would endeavour to rectify this. He 
appealed to those present to sacrifice some of their leisure and luxaries in 
support of the work. 

Mrs. HENRIQUES described the proposed internal arrangements of the 
Settlement, which would include residential quarters for workers, a restaurant, 
a common room where social workers could meet, a concert room, and a hal! 
for dancing. She said that the great value of the Se:tlement would be tbat it 
would form a sort of social G.H.Q. for the district where people could come 
when they were in trouble. 

Mr. CLaupE G. MONTEFIORE said that the scheme was nothing but what 
was good and excellent and promising. -They had an extraordinary asset in 
Mr. and Mrs. Henriques. The movement would extend progressive Judaism 
in the East End where it might be the religious salvation of many who were 
now divorced from all religion. A valuable feature of the work was that it 
would be connected with the synagogues. 

The Rev. Morris JOSEPH said that they now had the right personalities to 
carry into practical effect a scheme that the West London Synagogue Association 
had long fostered. The scheme was big in its aims, but bigger still in its 
potentialities. 

Rabbi I. 1. Matrvuck said that the feature that appealed to him most in the 
scheme was that it would enable religion to be practised as well as believed. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted : 

That this meeting hereby records its hearty approval of the scheme of establishing 


a Settlement in St. George's-in-the-East, and pledges itself to use its best endeavours 
to promote the success of the project

S1k,— Having been among the audience to hear Dr. A. Biichler's eloquent 
and erudite address to the West End Literary Society, on “Some Jewish 
Women in Rabbinic Literature,” I should like to give publicity to and thus voice 


several questions which have always vexed me, without prejudice and as an 
impartial and earnest enquirer. 


I was expected by the Hon. Secretary to speak at the meeting, but failed to 
do so because I have too much respect for a synagogue vestry room and because. 


frankly, the position of Jewish womanhood of old always left me undecided 
whether to cry ‘ Votes for Women,” or cheer. 


On the one hand we find the nearest approach to the Jewish conception of 
a devil to be personified by a woman, ‘Lilith: we are told that the sou! 
enters a man’s body as areward and into a woman'sas a punishment, while even 


the Angel of Death, according to legend, possesses ashrewish wife of whom that 
immortal being stands in abject terror, although she is hnman. Again, on the 
otber hand, the Jew calls his Sabbath a princess, and Jerusalem his bride. As 
Heine has it: “ She is a desolate, poor darling whom the greybeard Rabbi loves, 
and her name is Jesusalem;” And it is this bride whom Jehudah-ben-Halevy 
goes forth to meet in our deathless hymn. 

Can anyone among your learned readers explain to me whence this terrible 
antagonism of ideas concerning woman arose in our earlier literature? As Dr. 
Bichler in bis fine address pointed out, Christianity's arrival had not bettered 


her status. One remembers the episode in the New Testament of the woman 
stoned in the streets. 


What I cannot comprehend is, why women should have suffered in the 
— of Judaism, a faith so bright and far above al! other conceptions of its 
age 


The Assyrians had no hereafter ; there was no immortality in store for man.

PALESTINE RESTORATION FUND. 


CONFERENCE OF SYNAGOGUE REPRESENTATIVES. 


A Conference of representatives of London synagogues was held last Sunday 

at the South Place Institute, with the object of Opening the campaign for the 
Palestine Restoration Fund. 

Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL Datcues presided, In the course of his remarks, he 
pointed tothe progressof the Zionist Movement, referred to the sad days the Jewish 
people were now passing through, and at his request the gathering rose in 
memory of the Jewish victimsin Poland. But, said Dr. Daichescontinuing, Zionism 
was independent of joy and sorrow, Zionism was a faith, a conviction that the 
redemption of the Jewish people was possible only through the redemption of 
the Jewish land, He appealed to the representatives of the synagogues to do their 
utmost to assist in the raising of the £100,000 for the restoration of Palestine. 

Mr. N. LAZARUS moved a resolution pledging the gathering to do its utmost 
to make the fund a success. Dr. Fox seconded the resolution. 

Dr. SCHMARYA LEVIN, who was greeted with loud and prolonged 
applause, said he did not address them merely as representatives of 
the Synagogues, but as Jews. He wished to draw their attention to the 
Jewish position, He was not going to appeal to their feelings but rather to 
their minds, their intelligence. Nothing had impressed him so much in his 
childhood as the passage in the “ Ethics of the Fathers,”—" the book was open 
and the hand was writing.” The book of a nation, like the book of the individual. 
was always being written. There came a day in the history of a nation when the 
accounts were drawn up. The Jews were now confronted with their great trial, 
He felt no hatred towards the world for itsattitude towards the Jews. He believed 
(hat every nation created its own destiny, and the Jews, too, had made their own 
destiny, The great bulk of Jewry was not going to wait until each one attained 
individual happiness. Great play was made by anti-Zionists about anti-Semites 
using the same arguments as Zionists. Anti-Semites also maintained, like the 
Zionists, that the Jews were not a group of individuals, but were a nation. It 
was true that the proposition was the same, but the conclusions were quite 
different. Dr. Levin indicated the tragedy of the Jewish people that had n 
suffered by them through the war. Yet they would not be compensated, because 
all their achievements and all the great services they had rendered on every 
battlefield would be credited to somebody else's account. He contrasted the 
difference between the Jewish and other nations, Thesmallest of nations could 
obtain the highest credit, but no State would give credit to the Jewish people 
as such, though it might do so to individual members of the Jewish people ; in 
fact the Jews were regarded as“ slaves,” using the term in its widest significance; 
and a slave had nothing of hisown. In conclusion, Dr, Levin said that halfa 
million Jews in Palestine could achieve more good for the fourteen million 
Jews outside that country than the latter could do for the few Jews in Palestine. 
Ha'f a million Jews in Palestine would restore the Jewish credit, and when that 
was restored they would no longer be under the necessity of making appeals for 
funds; they would have national loans. (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. L. Etsen and others addressed the gathering, and the representatives 
pledged themselves to contribute various sums towards the Restoration Fund. 


LONDON WOMEN'S SOCIETY. 
DR. SCHMARYA LEVIN ON THE JEWISH WOMAN, 

The annual meeting of the Society was beld last Sunday at the Toynbee 
Hal!, Commercial Street. 

A public meeting followed. Miss Olga Ginzburg presided. Rabbi Dr. S. 
DaIcHEs addressed the gathering, and referred tothe noble part Jewish women 
bad played in Jewish history. 

The principal speaker was Dr. ScumaRmyaA Levin. After expressing the 
undesirability of separate women Zionist organisations, he said that he was not 
going to pay compliments to Jewish women, because he did not think that 
they were doing their share in the great national work. It was all very well to 
refer to the noble part Jewish women had played in the past, but their rdéle at 
the present juncture was quite insignificant. He attributed this chiefly to the 
Jewish women's great ignorance of Jewish history and lack of any Jewish 
knowledge. There was also a lack of sacrifice on their part. He 
thought that the women of no other nation were as indifferent to 
the interests of their people as were the Jewish women. What heroism the 
Russian woman displayed in the liberation of Russia! What pain and torture 
she underwent, and all for an ideal. The same might be said of the Serbian 
woman and of the women of other countries. The Jewish women, however, 
were doing next to nothing in the grand work of liberating the Jewish nation. 
Dr. Levin gave a vivid pictureof the lack of continuity between the parents and the 
ehildren. It was nor, he said, merely a question of differences of opinion on certain 
methodsas was the case in non-Jewish families, but an utter lack of under- 
standing; a gulf separated the child from the father. The Jewish woman was 
mainly responsiblegfor that sad state because of her utter failure to nourish the 
tender soul of the child with Jewish thought. He appealed to the Jewish women 
to come forward and assist in the great national work, and, above all, to see to 
it that the home should breathe a Jewish spirit. 


GERMAN POLITICIANS AND THE MOVEMENT. 


A large meeting of the Poalei Zion took place last week in Berlin. The 
meeting, which was organised by the German Zionisi Solialist party, was attended 
by over 1,200 people, and among those that spoke were Dr. Oskar Kahn, the 
well-known leader of the German Independeni Socialists, who bas definitely joined 
the Poalei Zion ranks, and Herr Edward Bernstein, the world famous socialist 
leader and thinker. The presence of the latter, and the fact that he expressed 
himself very sympathetically to the Zionist movement js particularly gratifying, 
because Herr Bernstein is looked upon as the future German Ambassador to 
the Court of St. James’. The meeting passed a resolution condemning the 
pogroms in Poland and elsewhere. All rose from their places while the names 
of the pogrom victims were read out.

Iam ready to admit that the poor, uneducated Jew, in his present con- 
dition, would not understand the Liberal Jewish services and theories: on the 
other hand the *' intellectual '’ Jew isnot, and cannot be, held bythe orthodox 
tenets. If we admit the rights of the one, let us also allow the rights of the 
other. Is it worth while that the thinking Jew should be lostto Judaism? If 
orthodoxy, undisputed, outweigh the loss, let the ‘* intellectual” go, more 
particularly as he will, in all probability, be able to live more independent of 
religion than his less educated brother. It is, however, not a pleasing prospect 
to contemplate the educated Jew drifting rudderless, because Judaism cannot 
allow two sorts of rudders, both made on the same plan, and differing only in 
detail. It may be argued that the same rudder will guide both, but events have 
proved that it cannot, because the more a Jew mixes with his fellow men, and the 
more he thinks for himself, his religion becomes less of a ritual, and more of a 
philosophy. And if the promises of democracy count for anything, men will 
tend to become more educated and more self-thinking, with the result that the 
numbers of the orthodox will grow less and less. Without necesari'y raising 
the present standard to the higher intellects, for religion is emphatically a thing 
for souls as well as minds, we should be prepasted to encourage Liberal 
Judaism if only that it may serve to guide a‘small band that might otherwise 
be helpless ; and that assuredly will increase. Sentiment is a great force; only 
the fool would scoff at its power: but sentiment can be rated too highly, and 
may eventually lose its influence Let us not prostitute sentiment to mean 
intolerance ; for it were better that sentiment should be lost to us Jews entirely 


than that we should offer to each other that intolerance which has been our 
bitter portion for centuries, ,

Professor R. C. Bosanquet, M.A., delivered the fourth of the course of lectures 
on Palestine, at the University, last Tuesday week. Professor Bosanquet, the 
subject of whose lecture was “The Contact of Palestine 
with the West,” said that the East had given more to the 
West than it had taken from it. Hellenistic Judaism, from 
a purely Jewish point of view, might have the appearance 
of an unfruitful product, but it was fruitful tothe world. It spread the acquaint- 
ance of the »ynagogue, which was a national assembly of Jews, placed wherever 
they might be, and familiarised the non-Jewish world with the corporate character 
of Jewish life expressed in the theocratic ideal. These corporate centres kept 
up a continuous link with Jerusalem and Palestine as the Jewish cenire. 
Professor Bosanquet proceeded to describe the spread of Jewish communities to 
Egypt and Cyrenaica, to the Greek Islands and Main-land and to Italy. 
Recalling the fact that the Jew alone had a hope in the old Greek world of a 
new Earth as well as a new Heaven, Professor Bosanquet concluded by express- 
ing the confident belief that Christian, Moslem, and jew would unite in making 
Jerusalem, as iis name implies, a City of Peace, and realise the inspiring fore- 
cast of its bliss by the Hebrew Prophet. The sixth lecture of the series wil! be 
delivered by Professor Percy M. Koxby, B.A., at the University, on Tuesday 
evening, the 10th inst., at eight o'clock’ The subject is, “The Econom.c 
Prospects of Palestine.”

A Jewish Library. 
From Mr. M. KISSENISKY (President), and Dr. N. MORRIS (Hon. 
Treasurer), Glasgow Jewish Library Council).

Sir,—We would deem it a favour if jou would grant us a little space in 
your columns to answer some of the points brought forward by Mr. Mabon. 

We are not ignorant of the fact that the Glasgow Jewish Literary Society 
possessed a library, as we were both for some time members of that body. 
|.ut despite the fact that the Literary Society is re-commencing its work next 
uiumna, its library cannot possibly perform the functions of the Jewish Library 

hope to establish. If it could do so, we would be the last persons to think 
of establishing any opposing organisation. The way of the communal worker 
is not so smooth that it attacks anyone for mere amusement. 

Firstly, the Literary Society Library contains very few, if any, books in 
llebrew or Yiddish, with the exception of a couple of Hebrew Grammars We 
Jo not think we are wrong in stating that the majority of our coreligionists in 
(his city cannot read any other language but Yiddish or Hebrew. Apart from 
that, there isa vast Yiddish Literature which is worth siudy for its own sake: 
of the importance of developing and maintaining an interest in Hebrew, we 
need not speak. Yet in Glasgow at the present time we do not know of any 
place where one can obtain even a few modern Hebrew works. Next, the 
Literary Society Library issues books during the session of the Society only, 
1 ¢, from Oc:ober to March. Sarely one ought to have the chance of becoming 
ecquainted with Jewish literature during the summer months. . Furtber, even 
Curmg the winter the Literary Society Library is only open for an hour once a week 
and oceastonally once in two or three weeks. Again, the reading department is 
of as great importance as the lending, and while the Literary Society Library 
as no reading department, the Library which we propose to establish will have 
a reading room as one of its main sections. Even if the reading room should 
attract but a few of our youth, who at present waste their time at street- 

orners, it will have fully justified its existence. 

linally, the fact that our Council is formed of representatives of not fewer 
than twenty Jewish organisations in Glasgow, indicates the wide-felt want of a 
ibrary such as we propose to establish. 

The above are but a few of the reasons why the Literary Society Library 
.nnot possibly perform the functions of a Glasgow Jewish Library. 
We have all admiration for Mr..Mabon's work, and if he can discover 
some method by which he can overcome these and other objections, we 
ersonally shall be glad to help him. [ut as things are, the importance 
‘ having a real Glasgow Jewish Librarycapnot be denied. We would, there- 
tore, ask the members of our Community once again for help in the accomplish- 
ment of this project.

The Hon. Secretary reported that 
O° PHAN AID the result of the Benefit at the Scala Theatre was a balance of 
SOCIETY, £92 10s., and that the special collection in aid of the parent 
institution realised 400 Thanks were accorded to the directors 
of the Scala Theatre for the free use of the theatre, and to the Hon. Secretary, 
Mr. A. Joseph, who was largely responsible for this successful result. 


The annual report of the School Foundation Managers, which was adopted at 
a recent meeting, states :—

no deaths. The Country Holidays Fund will resume its beneficent work this summer, 
‘The balance in the School Savings Bank at July 3ist, 1918, was £109, compared with 
{6° in the previous year. In addition, the children had invested over £200 in War 
* .vings Certificates. Bluma Silverman had won a Grammar School Sc holarship and 
Arnold Leveton a Fellow’s History Prize, being second in open competition in all 
irmingham, The Cricket Team, under’ Mr. Green's training, had won thirteen 
matches-out of the seventeen played. They reached the final of the Docker Shield 
and semi-final in the Elementary Sehools’' League. Four boys and one girl gained 
twelve-length swimming certificates. The general work of the school has gained the 
ap roval of the inspectors. The very urgent question of the erection of new schools 
is being considered by a representative sub-committee. It has been suggested that 
these should form a fitting memorial to the brave men and old scholars who laid down 
their lives in the war, 


The half-yearly meeting of the Congregation was held last week 
BELFAST. in the Jaffe Schools. Mr. H. Fox, the Vice-President, was in the 

Chair. Mr. Samuel Freeman, the Treasurer, submitted a statc- 
ment of accounts for the first half of the financial year. Mr. J. H. Elkes gave 
4 report of the activities of the Board of Deputies, and especially those in its 
relation to the Jewish National Movement. On the motion of Mr. W. i, 
Aronstam, the Hon, Secretary, Mr, Elkes was thanked for his services on 


behalf of the Congregation and was re-elected. The Chairman reported that 
Rabbi Dr. 1. Herzog had now definitely decided to accept a post at Dublin, 
and woald leave Belfast before the High Festivals, Mr. B. Coben, referring 
to a question in Parliament, by Major Sir Keith Fraser, embodying the charge 
against Jews in Ireland of spreading hostile propaganda, moved the following 
resolution: “That we, the Jews of Belfast, in general meeting assembled, 
repudiate any sympathy with Bolshevism.” The motion was seconded by Mr. 
P. Elliott, an ex-Vice-President of the Congregation; and supported by Mr. S. 
Gorfunkle, with the following addition: “That the local Press receive notifi- 
cation of such resolution, and that the local Members of Parliament be asked 
for an interview relative to the matter.” The motions were unanimously 
agreed to; and the following were appointed as a deputation; Rabbi Dr. 
Herzog, Messrs. H. Fox, S. Freeman, J].P., B. Coben, and I. Aronstam. 
The Secretary, referring to the pogroms in Poland, moved the following 
resolution : “ This meeting of the Jews of Belfast expresses its horror at the 
blood-curdling atrocities perpetrated on our brothers-in-faith in hundreds of 
towns in the new State of Poland, and respectfully calls upon the British 
Government to use its influence and press upon the Polish Government to stop 
the continuation of these barbarities, which surpass those of the Middle Ages, 
and to bring the criminals to justice.” Mr. Elkes seconded the motion, and 
asked that a copy of the resolution be sent to the Zionist Bureau in London. 
The resolution was unanimously agreed to. Increases in salaries were voted to 
the Shochetim. 


On Friday evening last the Rev. A. A. Green preached to the 
CAMBRIDGE. Congregation. Bearing in mind the approach of the festival 

of Sbevuoth, he pointed out how necessary it was at the 
present time that the Jews should be not merely the custodians of the Law buf 
become its exponents. After the service, Mr. Green addressed the Schechter 
Society on the question of “ Reconstruction.” After he had spoken of recon. 
struction in the religion, the status of the clergy and in the synagogue itself, he 
concluded by saying, like the High Priest after the reading of the laws regarding 
the Day of Atonement, that what he had said was not all, but that there was a 
great deal more to be said on the subject. His reference to the removal of 
Jews’ College to Cambridge provoked some discussion, from which it appeared 
that the scheme does not seem to meet with unanimous approval. At a general 
meeting, held on Sunday, the following were elected: Messrs. A. I. Polack 
(St. John’s), President; J. A. Wolfe (Christ's), Junior Treasurer; L. V. 
Snowman (Downing), Hon. Secretary; G. H. Whitehill and A. S. Diamond 
(Trinity), and M. S. Wassilevsky (Pembroke), Committee. , 


Mr. Barnett Janner, B.A., of this city, who has recently beer 
CARDIFF. admitted as a solicitor, has had a distinguished university anc 

school career in the locality. After gaining high honours in the 
final examinations under the Central Welsh Board, he proceeded to the Cardifi 
University, where he graduated B.A., with honours. He has also been Presi 
dent of the University Debating Society and editor of the Magazine publishec 
by the students. Mr, Janner is an active worker on the South Wales and 
Monmouthshire Zionist Council. He is also Honorary Solicitor to the Cardi! 
Jewish Institute, as well as to the Students’ Kepresentative Council. 

Among the communications received by Sir David Duncan, of Cardiff, 
congratulating him upon the conferment of Knighthood, was one from Mr. &. 
Isaacs, Secretary, Cardiff Hebrew Congregation (Cathedral Road), who wrote: 
“At a Council meeting of this Congregation a resolution was unanimously 
passed very heartily congratulating you on the honour which has been con- 
ferred upon you, and which you so richly deserve. It is the earnest prayer of 
the members of this Congregation that you may be blessed with good health 
and happiness to continue your good work for the general community.” 

The Committees df the Cathedral Road and Windsor Place Congregations 
met at the Cathedral Road Schoolrooms on Sunday, for the purpose of arrang- 
ing a big meeting of protest, to be held here at an early date, against the 
pogroms in Poland, Galicia and elsewhere. The meeting of protest will be 
representative of all South Wales and Monmouthshire Jewry. The Revs. H. 
Jerevitch and Dr. J. Abelson and Mr. B. Janner were appointed Joint Hon. 
Secretaries. Communications are to be addressed to 79, Hamilton Street. 

The Rev. H. Jerevitch has addressed a letter to the Lord Mayor suggesting 
that at the forthcoming treat to be given to school children in connection with 
Peace celebrations, the Jewish children of the city shall have their treat 
separately, so as to obviate the difficulty that might arise with regard to Kosher 
food and the form of Grace before and after meals. The Lord Mayor and the

General regret is manifested by the Congregation at the 
NOTTINGHAM. departure from the city of the Rev. Alexander Schloss, who 

has been for nearly thirty-two years Reader of the Synagogue. 
Mr. Schloss leaves Nottingham, as already stated, to take up the position of 
Minister of the Congregation at Margate. He came to Nottingham in the year 
1888, having previously been in Canterbury. In the year following his arrival 
in Nottingham there was an important development in the Jewish life of the 
city, it having been determined to provide a Synagogue worthy of the 
Community. A site was secured in Chaucer Street and in the same year 
the Rev. Alexander Schloss laid the foundation stone of the present building. 
On the occasion of his twenty-fifth anniversary the Congregation presented 
him with an illaminated address, a handsome tea and coffee service and a 
pair of silver candelabra. Another presentation is to be made to him on his 
departure from Nottingham. Mr. Schloss has a local reputation that extends 
beyond the bounds of the Jewish community, in which he is recognised as a 
leading authority and lecturer on Hebrew, Biblical and national subjects, and 
literature. He is a member of many local organisations and societies, and one 
of the Board of Governors of the Nottingham General Hospital, and 
has been one of those responsible for the 4100,000°memorial scheme for the 
extension of this institution after the signing of Peace. During the war he was 
appointed by the War Office as one of the visiting clergymen to the local 
auxiliary hospitals, The eldest son of Mr. Schloss is minister to the Congre- 


gation in Christchurch, New Zealand. Another son was killed in France 
in 1917,

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Music and Drama. 


M. CorTor’s recital last week at the Wigmore Hall was a great 
success from more than one point of view. Not only was it refreshing to note 
the extent of the audien@e which gathered to hear him, but the enthusiasm with 
which his hearers applauded must have given the artist a satisfactory assurance 
of how much his playing was appreciated. The recital opened with Liszt's 
sonata in B minor. Herein M. Cortot showed his extraordinary command of 
technique. There was never the faintest suggestion of difficulty or effort, and 
the colouring changed from light to shade, from soft and delicate joy to harsh 
and bitter passion without being affected by the difficalties which so often dis- 
tract the artist's attention from the inner meaning of the piece. But it was 
when M. Cortot turned to the second item, the twenty-four Preludes of Chopin, 
that we felt that his soul had entered into a real kindred subject. The artist 
added to the programme some little temperamental suggestions on each 
of the preludes, and thereby raised once more the very vexed question of 
whether or not one can indicate musical atmosphere in words. We are familiar 
with the arguments of those who contend that music apart from poetry is form- 
less, and M. Cortot bas in every case hinted at-an atmosphere rather than 
attempted a description. But even then what words can convey the wonderful 
depths of pathos and love, of pity and of joy, which M. Cortot’s interpretation 
breathed forth. Personally we feel that all words are inadequate and insig- 
nificant while there is still an artist like M. Cortot to whisper to us the inexpres- 
) sible secrets of our own hearts. The programme concluded with Schumann's 
Etudes Symphoniques, a delightful and stimulating piece of idealism with 
j which to close a recital. . 
¥ Although the phenomenal musical activity of the last few weeks may be 
said to have slackened somewhat, yet many concerts have been given during 
| the past fortnight. Mr. Sascha Lasserson is a violinist from whom one has 

already grown to expect capable work, and at his recital on Saturday night, at 
the Wigmore Hall, his interpretative ability was well displayed. Decided 
contrast was provided by his selection of Handel's Sonata, Bach's Cha vnne, 
and the new Sonata of Elgar, in which a clean accurate tone was produced that 
denoted on the part of the player a thorough grasp of the differences of style 
and rbytbm required. He was cleverly accompanied by Miss Lonie Basche. 
Another promising violinist was heard at the same hall on Wednesday 
evening in Miss Edith Abraham, with the support of a section of the Queen's 
Hall Orchestra, conducted by Miss Editha Knocker. 
gramme comprised three concertos of Beethoven, Elgar, and Paganini; and 
though at first sight it would seem as if more successful results would have 
been obtained with rather lighter subject matter, Miss Abraham's brilliant 
interpretation and sheer beauty of tone and expression made for a very pleasant 
performance. Her technique is undoubtedly good, and a marked freedom of 
bowing and a tense nervous energy lends exuberance and vivacity to ber 
playing. In Elgar's Sonata she was distinctly at her best and proved herself an 
artist that should make herself famous in musical annals. 
Yet another violinist chose the same week in which to make her début, 
. Mamely Miss Nancy Phillips, at the Zolian Hall on Tuesday week, and ber 
performance gave ample promise of her becoming a capable artist. Her choice 
of works was eminently a sound one, comprising as it did, Bach's Concerto, 
Tartini's “ Devil's Trill ” Sonata, and a Sonata by J. B. McEwen. In all three, 
Miss Phillips displayed a full warm tone and marked technical ability fully 
equal to the demands made upon it. Admirable accompaniments were given 
by Miss Kathleen Long. 

Vocal music has been no less prominent in the week’s musical scheme. 
Among the exponents must be mentioned Mme. Donalda, who gave her second 
recital at the AZolian Hall, with the assistance of her no less talented husband, 
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‘he insisted on shaking hands with every boy on parade. 


M. Mischa-Leon, and the collaboration again proved a very happy one. A 
favourable impression was created by Miss Violet Marquesita who though 
styling herself a ‘' diseuse '' proved her possession of a very pleasant voice, of 
even quality. Her choice of folk-songs was particularly appropriate. 

Mr. Herbert Heyner is a singer already sa on the popular concert 
platforms. At his recital at the Alolian HaW, by devoting his programme i> 
more serious work, he displayed an artistic temperament and the power to 
overcome vocal difficulties that made his performance noteworthy. A range of 
composers that ran from Bach and Schumann to Moussorgsky, and Hamilton 
Harty gave him a wide scope of contrasting styles, and in all his examples Mr. 
Heyner proved himself a thorough artist. He received sympathetic support 
from Mr. Hamilton Harty at the piano. 

Vocal recitals of merit have also been given by Miss Annabel McDonald 
who confirmed still further the impression made by her previous concert: Mis- 
Taomina Meo, another promising artist, and Miss Dorothy Robson. 

For his second concert of All-British masic at the Steinway Hall, Mr. 
Isidore de Lara arranged a very interesting programms. No new works were 
produced, but those that were chosen were obviously selected for their music} 
value. They included, Three Idylis for string quartet, by Mr. Frank Bridge, 
which were very artistically interpreted by the Allied String © rartet (Messrs. 
Désiré Defauw, Richard C. Kay, F. Bridge, and Emile Doehaerd). 

A prominent item on the vocal side of the programme was a song cycle. 
“The Master Knot,” written on the verses of the immortal Rubayyat of Oma; 
Khayyam, by Mr. Denis Ashleigh, and admirably interpreted by Mr. Fraok 
Webster. But, surely, there are still other verses which. the composer mivh) 
appropriately embody in his musical settings. Songs were also contributed by 
Miss Helen Roitham, accompanied by the Allied String Quartet. Mr. Mack 
Hambourg was heard in works of Cyril Scott, Holbrooke, and of b's own com 
position, which he played with his characteristic manner. He was also heard 
in conjunction with M. Désiré Defauw in Parcell’s Sonata, an! subsequent'y in 
Frank Bridge's Quartet in F sharp minor. At the concert of next week, Mics 
Louise Dale and W. H. Reed will be among the artists, with the British, Suing 
Quartet. A new work by Joseph Speaight will be given. ' | . 

Concerts of this week include the Students’ Recital at the Londan College 
Of Music, under the direction of Dr. Kahn, the concert of Ancient Italian 
Music, at the Wigmore Hall, the appearance of the Otscharkolff Symphony 
Orchesira at the Centra] Hall, the recitals of Miss Daisy Kennedy and Venno 
Moiseiwitsch, and the orchestral recital of Horace Ayckbourn, a promising 
violinist, assisted by Mr. Landon Ronald and the Royal Albert Hall Orchestra 

This afternoon, Miss Muriel George and Mr. Ernest Butcher give a recital 
of folk-songs at the ALolian Hall. 

There are several notable additions to this week's prégramme at the 
Coliseum. Mr. Huntley Wright presents.a splendid little farce -entitled 
“ Three Pips and a Petticoat,” which should chase depression from the most 
melancholy mind. Mr. Du Calion on his “ Tottering Ladder ” keeps the hou-e 
in roars of laughter at his topical humour, and Miss Helen Raymond in her 
“reel” comedy gives some original “melodrama” from across the Atlantic. 
The remainder of the programme includes Malcolm Scott, Alfred Lester, and 
Margaret Cooper, as charming and popular as ever.

GENERAL MONASH’'S TRIBUTE. 


An exceilent display, in which some four bundred lads took part, was he! J 
on Sunday at Camperdown House, Aldgate, by the Cadet Corps of the Brigace. 
The drill hall was beautifully decorated. Lieut.-General Sir John Monas', 
G.C.M.G., K.C.B., presided. The guard of honour was furnished by C Group 
(comprising Bayswater and Hammersmith Companies), under the command o! 
Cadet-Lieut. M. J. Sharp. Prior to the display, General Monash inspected the 
parade (which was formed up in the body of the hall by Capt. Leo Sharp), and 
expressed his delight at its smart appearance. 

General MONASH, in addressing the lads, expressed his pleasure at the 
privilege that had been afiorded him to take part in that magnificent function. 
He had seldom seen such a perfectly crganised display, carried out, as it was, 
with wonderful enthusiasm and capacity. The spirit of the lads was of the 
highest, and they were heart and soul in their work. Some people were under 
the impression that the object of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade was to insti) the 
spiritaf militarism into the minds of the lads. Nothing wasfarther from the 
thoughts of the organisersof the movement. What their object was was to he!p 
to develop the boys’ character so that they would become worthy citizens of the 
Empire. Pure military training would not do tbat. What had led the great 
British Army to victory in the war was the mutual trust created between officer 
and man, and it was that spirit of loyalty, comradeship, and confidence in each 
other which the organisers of the Brigade wished to instil into the minds o! 
the boys. They must try and-maintain that spirit of good fellowship and no! 
give way to temptation. Loyalty and obedience must ever be their watchword. 
He was extremely proud of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade and the splendid way '' 
was organised. He felt’ sure the Jewish community looked with pride on the 
fine record the Brigade had achieved in the war. One lad (Pte. Jack White) 
had gained the Victoria Cross. There had been several Military Meda’ 
awarded, and many officers bad gained the D.S.O. and the Military Cros: 
As many as twenty-five officers had sacrificed their lives, and their memory 
would be cherished. He was particularly proud of that record, showing as '! 
did what the Jews of the British race bad done in the great fight for justice aod 
liberty. (Loud cheers.) | 

Col. Sir Freperic L. NATHAN, K.B.E., the Commandant, in moving 4 
vote of thanks to General Monash, said that he hoped the stirring address o! 
General Monash would be taken to heart by the lads. 

General Monash was so impressed by the hearty cheers of the lads that 
Afterwards he 
inspected the Brigade’s banners, conversed for some moments with the Brigade 
Secretary (Capt. Bernard M. Woolf), and congratulated him on his having won 
the Military Cross. Thesinging of the National Anthem concluded the proceed 
ings. The Brigade drum and fife band played during the display. 

The display opened with some excellent platoon drill by Deal Street Company 
(under Cadet-Major E. J. Fraley), followed by an exhibition on the parallel! bars, bo* 
ing, vaulting, and hand-ball, which did the greatest credit to the lads and the: 
instructor, Cadet-Lieut. H. H. Joseph. A feature of the display was the physical 
training of the Composite Class, under R.S.M. E. J. Toff (late Army Gymnastic Staff), 
who was personally congratulated by General Monash. -A creditable first-aid demoo- 
stration was given by the Bearer Co. (Cadet-Lieut. E. Bernstein) and signaliing by the 
Battalion Signallers (under Captain C. R. Simons). The applause bestowed throug!) 
out the performance testified to the immense pleasure afforded to the large audienc° 
present, among whom were two officers of the Church Lads’ Brigade, During the 
proceedings the Military Medal was handed by General Monash to Co. Sergt.-Major 


J. Toff (late 2nd Batt, Middlesex Regt.) for gallantry in despatch riding woder she!! 
fire at Neuve Chappelle, etc., in 1915.

Be ONE OF THEM. . 


We seem to have reashed the parting of the ways. On the one handa 
series of earnest attempts to bring about “a spiritual fellowship,” as one lady 
(at a social at the Jewish Free Reading Rooms) aptly described it. On 
the other, the unedifying spectacle of our foreign-born brothers and sisters 
careering round the town on Sabbath mornings in brand new motor cars. All 
credit to these prosperous folk for a made good, whether out of war 
contracts or Otherwise. But in the name of sanity and decency, why not defer 
these jaunts to another day? And we grow resentful at non-Jewish criticism | 
It is all very sad and very typical of the policy of drift which, so far, remains 
unchecked by those who describe themselves as our spiritual leaders. 


Ina northern suburb, a Ghetto worker who has risen to the heights of an 
employer of labour, has invested in a large, imposing residence. It is a fairly 
select neighbourhood, bat our friend persists in taking the air on Sabbath 
afternoons in the front garden, surrounded by every member of his family, be 
smoking his Sabbath Havana and helping in the planting of an ornamental 
border. If he must smoke on Sabbaths, why not inthe privacy of his rooms? 
There are still orthodox Jews in North London, 


I presume this gentleman is a member—if not an ornament—of the local 
Congregation. If this be the case, it is clearly the duty of his minister t 
apsroach bim tactfully. It may be, on second thoughts, that this individual is 
so well endowed with this world's goods that the minister would rather be 
excused so thankless a duty. 


A firm of commercial inquiry agents received a well-merited snub the other 
day from the bead of a Jewish business firm. The latter had put an inquiry 
through as to the status of a provincial customer. Came the reply, “ This man 
is a Hebrew, but so far as we can ascertain his record is quite good.” Back 
came the reply of the head of the Jewish bouse. “We do not remember 
having desired you to inquire as to the religious persuasion of our client. 
Piease confine yourself in the future to the strictly business side of your 
investigations—so far as we are concerned.” Let us hope this well-merited 
snub will scotch any repetition of these gratuitous insults! 


It seems a pity that the Shechita authorities cannot find a more presentable 
local for their poultry abattoir than the disgracefully dirty premises off Bell 
Lane. The condition of the place is a byword in the locality, quite apart from 
the fact that non-Jewish visitors, who have heard so much of our vaunted 
cleanliness, are appalled at the primitive methods of administration. It would 
not be surprising if, one of these fine days, the local sanitary authority were to 
look into matters. A poultry abattoir should, of all places, be clean, light and 
airy, which the present ramshackle building emphatically is not, Let this be 
the Shechita Board's first coatribution to the task of communal reconstruction. 


One of the daily papers has been publishing lists of choristers who have 
sung in church choirs for record periods. What bave our synagogues to offer in 
the way of such records? In this connection, I was recently told that Mr. 
Barnett Ereira, the Choirmaster at Bevis Marks, recently completed his fiftieth 
year on the choir, he having joined the songsters at the early age of seven and 
a-half years. Mr. Ereira is extraordinarily youthful for his age, and one 
cordially wishes him many years of harmonious activity withia the precincts of 
Shaar Hashamayim, 


Talking of the Sephardim and of the lamentable decline of their Cathedra' 
E snoga, one turns with a great deal of pleasure to the bustling ac'ivity of the 
branch synagogue at Mildmay Park. Here, communal amity and communal 
unity are always self-evident, but the time seems to have come when this tiny 
Kahbal will outzrow the present structure. Sentiment, I know, was the factor in 
preventing the transplanting of Bevis Marks to a more populous locality. And 
as the years roll on, and the City congregation becomes less and less, one 
regrets that foresight did not take precedence of sentiment in the years that are 
past. I hear that Mildmay Park is increasing the men's subscripiion to one 
guinea and the ladies’ to half-a-guinea, on account of the urgency of repairing 
dilapidations to the structure. Still, the little tin-roofed Asnoga bas worn 
wonderfally well. 


The craze for the “fillams” has spread to every stratum. An East End 
fowl dealer was discussing them with a customer the other day. He hada 
litle stall in “the Lane,” and was, apparently, just an indigent tradesman. 
The Pictures?” he queried. “Like to go and see ‘em? Well, you go to my 
theatre im the Road, and you'll have a good time, sure!” It seemsa 
far cry from fowls to films. But our kerbstone trader, as a fact, really bad a 
controlling interest in the theatre in question. Weare a wonderful people. 


A number of my young friends are desirous of getting married, but the 
house shortage stands in the way. One young business man who had deferred 
the Hymenea! expedition until the close of the war, tells me that he bas given up 
house-hunting as a bad job. He has trudged as far afield as the Surrey Hills, 
ready and willing to buy a house if needs be. But ne'er a house is obtainable. 
The once-despised model dwellings are full-to the topmost tenements. No one 
now ever dreams of moving, the motto of the day appareatly being, “ What we 
have we'll hold.”
